of Mrs. Sargeant, was aalled 
by Mrs. Sargeant’s sister 
early Saturday morning and 
told she was not feeling well. 

'Ihe <'ongregatton. on the 
way to a scheduled Saturday 
evening prayer meeting, went 


to the pastor's house where 
Mrs. Sargeant was. 

Brand said the cemgregation 
knelt dowTi to pray when Mrs. 
Sargeant died. 

He said Mrs. Sai'geant 
came hack to life twice after 
hr prayed at her side for a 
span of several secemds. 

Mrs. Sargeant died at ap- 


piwdniately 10:30 p.m. Satur¬ 
day. 

Hospital officials said Mi's. 
Sai'geant had been dead four 
to six hours when she arrived 
at the huspit^. 

^[rs.'Sergeant’s doctor .said 
the young woman could have 
lived a normal life if she had 
continued luse of the pre- 
m ribed insulin. 

He said if Mrs. Sai'geant 
had been admitted to hospital 
on Saturday afternoon, there 
was an SS-ficr-cent chance she 
Would be alive.

VANCXIUVKR (CP) Th«) 
United Nations Habitat con¬ 
ference X concluded Friday 
with a declaration of princi¬ 
ples adopted in the face of <h>* 
fxisition fnim Canada and a 
number ''ot other Western 
countries. 

Tho declaration, prr^sed 
by a maior group of devebiv 
ing nations, included a 
number of economic propos¬ 
als and references to Zionism 
that Western nations said they 
found unacceptable. 

After Ihf* 89-to-15 vote was 
announced. Israel said: •'This 
l.s a shoddy result for a con¬ 
ference in wliich so many 
hopes were reposed by mil¬ 
lions throughout the world.” 

However. oth<*r nations an<l 
delegations greeted the de¬ 
claration as a step forward in 
international co^eration. 

Justice Minister Rtm Bas- 
ford expre&sed sadness that 
the conference could not end 
with consensus on a de<’lara- 
tion of principles.

The UN Conference on 
Human Settlements <Brlier 
gave overwhelming approval

Israel. 

The resolution, sjionsored 
by Kgypt and Algeria, was 
passed 73-3 witti 42 countries 

-including t'anada and the 
Western European countries - 
abstaimng. Only Israel, the 
United States and Paraguay 
voted against the resolution. 

The i/reamble of the resolu¬ 
tion says the Palestinians 
have be^ forced to abandon 
their homeland and the situa¬ 
tion represen ts a threat to in- 
temationa] i>cacc and securi¬ 
ty. 


'Prior to the roll-call vote, 
the Israeli delegate called die 
resolution •'extremely regret¬ 
table” and said it was riot a 
genuine concern of the Habi¬ 
tat conference on human set- 
“ tlements. 

The Algerian delegate said 
he did not understand wtty 
Israel wTmld consider the pro- 
|K)sal as "playing ftolitics” 
when it merely called for an 
impartial <^erver team to 
investigate the living irondi- 
tiona of tlie Palestinians 
something the conference was 
attempting to discuss. 

The vote marked the most 
loi>sided victory for the 
noh-Westem countries in votes 
on iiolltical questions that 
have come bef^ the confer¬ 
ence.

‘Safe’ UN refiig ees abducted in Argentina 


RrKNO.S AiriKS lAP) 
Heavily-armed men stormecl 
into two hotels early Friday 
and herded out at least 26 po¬ 
litical refugees including two 
Iwragers, United Nations ref¬ 
ugee agency officials said. 

The gunmen smashed up 
nv»m. hit die exiles and stole 
their money and personal doc¬ 
uments. refugees who were 
left behind said. The gunmen 
shouted. “Police, police,”-but 


did nfit prodiKc any iden¬ 
tification. the witnesses said. 

I'he raids occurrtd less 
than 48 hours after gunmen 
raasacked a refugee office 
and stole master lists rontain- 
ing the names and addresses 
of perhaps as many as 8.000 
])o)itical exiles from neighbor¬ 
ing countries. 

Witnesses said the gunmen 
who raided the .hotels rented 
for refugees had lists and 
asked tor specific persons, but 


tfiok all males preseni rixiept 
for some who were sick and 
yxHing children. 

They .said none of the 
‘armed nun appeared con- 
eemed that they might be in¬ 
terrupted by authorities, al¬ 
though one hotel is only a halt 
block from a police station. 

Ixx'a] UN officials said they 
have informed the goNtan- 
menf, but authoritic.s denied 
any knowledge of the raids.

Paraguayans and Brazilians 
have come here for refuge, 
and about 11,000 of those are 
registered with the UN high 
commission.

War rules 
conference 
falls short 


tIENEVA (Reuter) — Dip¬ 
lomats from 107 countries 
ended two months at negotia¬ 
tions Friday without agree¬ 
ment on revisicai of the rulca 
of intemational warfare. 

Conference president Pierre 
Oraber. Switzeriand’s foreign 
minister, .icdd reporters that 
significant differences re¬ 
mained between governments 
on treatment of nt^enaries 
and guerrillas, rules govern¬ 
ing reprisals and war crimi¬ 
nals. 

The negotiations, under In- 
temalional Red Cross Cbm- 
miltee auspices, will resume 
next April to revise the 1949 
Geneva Warfare Conventions 
protecting soldiers and civil¬ 
ians against mal-trcatmcnt in 
time of war. 

In the final plenary session, 
delegates agreed that mer¬ 
cenaries slxxild not be treated 
aa regular prisoners at war. 
But there wore differences 
over defining mercenaries 
and whether governments 
should be left free to decide 
how to ti*eat them. 

Nigeria, which raised the 
issue, wanted treatment of 
mercenaries left to naticxial 
laws, but many delegations 
felt they should receive mini¬ 
mum convention protection. 

This protection would in¬ 
clude respect for human dig¬ 
nity, the right to trial and a 
ban <wi torture or degrading 
treatment. 

Delegates reached agirr- 
ment. subject to completion of 
inlemalional protocol texts, 
on protection medical staff 
and journalists and identifies- 
ticsi of medical aircratl.

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Not as it's made to sound 


I N HIS CONTINUING atUck on th« government's 
program of controls against inflation, national 
NDP Leader Ed Broadbent is using new information 
on C'.anadlan productivity as compared to tbat of the 
United States. And it would appear to be designed to 
leave a wrong impression. 

The suggestion is that Canadian output as shown in 
a revision of statistics by the C. D. Howe Research in¬ 
stitute for the period 1969 to 1974 inclusive, is four 
times that of the U.S. 

Mr. Broadbent is playing It for all it is v^th. only 
it isn't as it may appear. The revision is not on actual 
productivity but on the rate of increase in productivity 
which is something else again. 

The U.S. has changed downward the estimates of 
its increases during the six-year period, which im-. 
proves Canada's comparative position. 

Mr. Broadbent was able to evoke from Finance 
Minister Donald Macdonald, during a questioning in 
Parliament last week, that the government is aware of 
the new Information. 

The minister admitted that "the disadvantageous 
situation which appeared to exist as between Canada 
and the United States was not as severe as we had an¬ 
ticipated." It had been taken into consideration in re¬ 
cent economic policy decisions, he said, which was all 
Mr. Broadbent needed. 

Quickly back on his feet, the NDP leader jumped 
to the attack: "That is some understatement. We have 


gone from a claim to being only half as productive to 
being twice as productive." 

He did add. "in terms of increases ", but it was all 
but lost in his follow-up lunge at antj-inflation 
measures. 

"As the minister, when introducing the wage and 
price controls program last fall, said that cost-push in¬ 
flation threatened to price our goods out of world 
markets." Mr. Broadbent thundered, "will he now ad¬ 
mit that his data then was wrong and that it was the 
major justification for a wage and price control 
program? > 

"If this is so, if he now has changed his mind, as he 
just acknowledged in his answer and admitted the data 
was wrong, does the prd^am have any further 
justification?"' 

It might have been thought that Mr. Macdonald 
would have countered with the Economic Council of 
Canada's recent report on actual productivity, which 
notes that while the Canada-U.S. wage differential has 
disappeared, Canada is still only three-quarters as 
productive as the U.S. 

Canadian output continues below what it should be 
for competitiveness, but Mr. Macdonald chooses not to 
spell out the sad story, but to talk instead about con¬ 
tinuing high wage demands and their threat to the 
economy. He allows Mr. Broadbent to create a feeling 
that, as it turns out on our production line, all is right 
with the world. 




A bargain 


A POLITE CONTROVERSY has been going on In 
the lelters-to-the-editor columns among friends • 
and foes of the compulsory use of seat belts In 
automobiles. One of the arguments against mandatory 
bolting-up has been that a bigger bureaucracy than 
ever would be needed to handle all the aspects of the 
law. 

The manager of the Capital Region Safety (Council 
has replied, in regard to this particular point, that the 
existing services should be able to see to the enforce¬ 
ment of the proposed belt requirements. 

Another letter-writer, however, has offered a 
cogent observation. 

On a recent trip to„Vancouver. this correspondent 
followed a hearse travelling at the speed limit, "but 
going to the ferry and on the mainland cars passed us 
as If we were standing still.” On the return trip, on 
leaving the ferry, "we followed an American driver at 
the posted speed limit and It Is safe to say that 90 per 
cent of the cars leaving the ferry alter us " — which 
was most of the load — "passed at fast speed. 

"The point I am attempting to make is all the way 
from Swartz Bay we never saw one policeman to check 


the seat belts of these speeding motorists or their 
speeds. " 

To this, though, we should like to append a short 
editorial from The Gazette, of Montreal, which should 
be taken into consideration if British (Columbia is ever 
to have full value from lowered speed limits, and from 
compulsory seat-belting when it comes: 

"Expressway accidents in the Montreal area drop¬ 
ped 21 per cent last month (April I compared to April a 
year ago. That was a saving of 86 accidents. T^make 
the saving Quebec Provincial Police wrote out 4,704 
tickets, an Increase of almost 2,000 or about 74 per 
cent. 

"That figuAi out to an accident saved for every 
2.1 tickets issuHr Considerlng the high cost of fenders 
and blood and the relatively low cost of paper, it is a 
bargain the police should continue to offer." 

This, of course. Is putting it mildly. It is not only 
the "high cost of fenders and blood" that can be saved 
by having more policemen checking on high speeds 
and other illegalities, and thus bringing about more 
caution. It is the higher cost of car write-offs, of long 
stays in hospital^, of permanent crippling and of lives 
lost. Can anyone doubt the value?

Thailand's corruption cleanup 


When a Thai police colonel 
wu discovered recently sitting 
amid five million bahts' is 
quarter-of-a-mllllon dollars l 
worth of air-conditioning units, 
televisions and radios stolen 
from an American military PX 
warehouse, few people were 
surprised. For in Thailand, 
"corruption, ' as one observer 
quipped, “is as in¬ 
stitutionalized as tipping the 
waiter." 

At every level the wheels of 
bureaucracy move more 
smoothly with the guidance of 
a greased palm. For a com¬ 
pany It might mean the dif¬ 
ference between winning and 
losing a lucrative contract, and 
last month even such an 
austere Institution as the Royal 
Thai Navy issued a public as-, 
surance that there would be 
"no irregularities ' in the 
awarding oi a MO million con¬ 
tract for (he building of 
Busslle-equipped gunboats. 

★ * * 

For many businessmen in 
Thailand, there is no question 
of denial. Many hire a perma¬ 
nent "fixer" for liaison with 
government officials who 
might otherwise frustrate 
them with Interminable delays 
in applicationa for licences or 
planning permission. Most 
- prefer to offer jobs to 
relatlvae. extend low uiterest 
"credit." or rent "facilities", 
from the men with the all- 
important rubber stamps 
For others it can mean a 
straight'cash payment. Import 
, a five-year-old stereo record 
pla.ver. and there is usually the 
choice between letting it rust in 
customs bondage or handing 
over the appropriate tip to the 
right customs official. Apply 
for a resident's visa, and there 
is the choice of waiting for 
between nine months and a 
year, with monthly trips out of

the kingdom for renewal, or 
eprploving discreet agencies to 
pay the going rate — $1,000 for 
the average applicant. $2,000 
for Japanese.

Of course, in Asia, corruption 
has long been accepted as one 
of the facts of life. Government 
employees are often poorly 
paid, and it is not difficult to 
understand a $90 a moqth 
policeman in a remote poet on 
the. Thai-Burman border who 
looks at the sky while tons of 
tin ore or a truckload of teak 
logs are smuggled in. or a few 
dozen hoxea of flashlight bat¬ 
teries are smuggled out. 

But now the new Thai 
government of veteran politi¬ 
cian Seni Pramoj is working on 
a piece of legislallon that aims 
In stamp on graft and corrup 
tion with a vengeance 

"The Assets and Liabilities 
Bill " now passing through 
Parliament will require all 
members of Parliament, 
cabinet ministers and govern¬ 
ment employees earning more 
than $1.900 a year to declare all 
their rtnmrlal assets and 
properly holdings at the end of 
every year. 

Cash, bank accounts, share 
holdings, land, bulldlngi. 
silver, gold and Jewellery, cars 
and motorboats — all will have 
to be declared, even those as¬ 
sets held In the name of a 
minor.

By simple mathematics, the 
government hopes to be able to 
calculate whether a person's 
Income at the end of the year 
can be directly related to his 
salary and the earning capacity 
of his assets, and Just how he 
has come by the money to buy 
his new Mercedes limousine. 
If. at the end of the financial 


year, two plus two are found to 
equal five, the penalty will be 
$1,500, and or up to three years 
of imprisonment. 

Central, local and municipal 
administrators, policemen, 
soldiers and members of the 
Judiciary will all have to 
declare their assets for the 
scrutiny of an anti<orruption 
committee, while members of 
Parliament will be examined 
by a parliamentary committee 
head^ by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. 

But anti-corruption purges 
have been tried and have failed 
before, and even before It has 
been entered on the statute 
books the new legislation has 
been under assault 

Alter criticism from their 
three n|iht-wing coalition 
partners, Seni's Demoerals 
watered down the bill. Initially 
declarations were tn be made 
hy all officials earning over 
$ 1,000 a year, but this was up¬ 
ped to $1,500. presumably leav¬ 
ing a host of minor officials 
free to continue as before.

To avoid Communist veto 


NATO needs re-casting 


Members of the Parliamentary 
Committee were to have faced 
life imprisonment or death if 
found guilty of siding and abet¬ 
ting corruption. Now they will 
face up to five years of im¬ 
prisonment or a heavy fine. 

And on the floor of the House 
of Representatives the bill has 
been attacked as a "Com¬ 
munist" measure, restricting 
"the Thai tradition to accept 
gifts and rewards, " One 
member complained. "Now 
you can't buy property from a 
friend cheaply since the law 
does not permit it. " The source 
. of his concern was subsequent¬ 
ly revealed after inquiries into 
where he had acquired the plot 
of land on which his house is 
built. 

* * * 

More concern has been 
caused by press reports that a 
number of prominent people, 
including some generals, 
cabinet ministers, and MPs 
have already transferred a 
total of $10 million to Hong 
Kong banks in anticipation o( 
the new legislation. "The fears 
are that tha bigger fish will 
always find ways to by-pass the 
anti-cbrruption net. while 


To read Communist 
propaganda about NATO, you'd 
think its un-standardized, 
under-nourished, poorly 
orpnlied military eatabllsh- 
ment really had an offensive 
capability, ready to re-unita 
the two Germanyt, or liberate 
some member states of the 
Warsaw Treaty Organization 
(WT01. But this is not the line I 
got when I talked to some well- 
informed. rational (Com¬ 
munist definition) officials in 
Warsaw and Moscow. 

On the contrary. I came 
away with the strong impres¬ 
sion that, whatever official 
thinking in the past may have 
been, NATO is now regarded as 
serving a useful purpose for 
Soviet imperialism. 

First of all, NATO can be 
portrayed as an enemy. In con- 
trut to democracies that are 
generally their own sufficient 
enemies, the U.S.S R. would be 
in serious trouble If It didn't 
have a good selection of exter¬ 
nal ones, real or imaginary. As 
Roberto Guerra, director of the 
Marxist-Lcnlnlst institute in 
Havana, put this part of Com¬ 
munist theology: "The revolu¬ 
tion is permanent, perpetual. 
Yes. there Is always an 
enemy." And if the last enemy 
is overcome? "We will conquer 
the environment, the moon ..." 

Next, there is West Ger¬ 
many. Although fear of this 
dynamic country and its psopic 
doesn't get major bilUag in Ua 
propaganda war, tlw rMilgg I 
got was that it ovtaMly sMiM 
at all levels in the Soviet 
hierarchy. And most certainly 
in Poland. So NATO, with its 
huge content of U.S. support 
has to be valued as a re¬ 
straining factor on potential, 
West German "revanchism ' 

★ ★ W 

But the principal merit of 
NATO for the Soviet Union 
these days is almost certainly 
Its potential to Trojan horse 
Western Europe into the Soviet 
orbit, without firing a shot. As 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn put it 
recently and so poignantly: "It 
IS no longer a question of how 
Russia could escape from 
totalitarianism, but how the> 
West will be able to avoid the 
same fate." 

■ NATO, as we know, was con- 
veived in weakness to stem the 
onrush of Soviet imperialism, 
and hopefully preserve 
democracy in a Western 
Europe that was almost com¬ 
pletely disarmed, and struggl¬ 
ing to recover from the 
devastation of the Second 
World War 

Until recently NATO's ac¬ 
complishments in this respect 
have been impressive. But' 
now. with (he fragility of 
democratic processes In 
Greece, Turkey, Italy. Por¬ 
tugal. the power of Communist- 
dominated trade unions in 
France. Great Bntain and Hol¬ 
land, complacency In Danmark 
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Nevertheless he was quite 
right to say what he did. For 
the sad fact seems to be that 
NATO itself apparently has no 
co-ordinated policy to cope 
with the entirely new ball game 
which Communist participa¬ 
tion in its councils would cer¬ 
tainly involve. 

(Or.-if NATO has in fart 
come to grips with this 
problem, the security of its 
deliberations has (o have been 
dramatically improved sigee I 
was on the staff!). Nor In 
private conversation with 
many thinking, influential 
persons whom I have queried 
on this point, have I as yet 
heard any constructive 
proposal as to what NATO 
should be doing about its Inter¬ 
nal Communist problem.

It Won't be easy to re-cast 
NATO and give it a modified 
set of teeth for a very uncertain 
future. Nevertheless, there an 
some obvious considerations 
that come close to being ax¬ 
iomatic. 

First of all. unless NATO can 
maintain a force In being, that 
will be a genuine deterrent to 
the WPO forces, the U.S S.R. 
will have greatly enhanced 
potential to make mischief 
elsewhere — Yugoslavia being 
an example that looms 
ominously on the horizoa.

affirmations of intention to do 
their own thing, independently 
of the U.S.S.R.. a nation with 
Communists having veto power 
Is unlikely to support a strong 
deterrent posture vis a vis 
Warsaw Treaty nations. 
Theoretically Communists 
may fight against each other. 
But when the chips are down 
between their theology and 
democracy, it's the U.S.S.R, 
which will be considered on the 
side of the angels. And NATO's 
strength will be sapped accor¬ 
dingly. 

Next. NATO's political struc¬ 
ture — with 15 potential vetos 
on the military trigger — is no 
longer (if it ever was), a 
realistic way to run the al¬ 
liance. Those nations with 
prime and demonstrable in¬ 
terests in containing Russian 
Imperialism must be free to 
plan in privacy, and likewise 
free to act In an emergency. 
Lastly, anything that NATO's 
hard core might to to 
strengthen the defensive posi¬ 
tion of the alliance need in nif 
way be inconsistent with 
detente. ^ ^ ^ 

This is something the 
U.S.S.R should understand and 
respect — the more so since 
she justifies her massive build¬ 
up of military strength as being 
simply to contain the U.S. 
strateidc threat and make a 
deal at the conference table. 


If one goes along with these 
fundamentals of the shaky, in¬ 
deed onlmous, situation in 
NATO, an essential first move 
should be to get rid of the un¬ 
animity precedent (or all deci¬ 
sions ot the NATO council. A 
start might be made by 
adopting the Western Euro¬ 
pean system which. I believe, 
requir^ only a two-thirds ma¬ 
jority for action. With this hur¬ 
dle passed, it would then be 
simple to arrange that any na¬ 
tion with Communists having 
veto power be excluded from 
sensitive alliance discussions, 
be they political or military. 

★ w ★ 

A further move would be to 
change the military arrange¬ 
ments from fully integrated 
management and control to 
bilateral support. Precedent 
Ipr this is of course the way 
West Berlin It protected — ful¬ 
ly integrated management and 
support from the U .S., Franco 
and the United Kingdom, and 
hilaferal arrangements with 
NATO. And of course. Frantss 
is more or less similarly depen¬ 
dent of bilateral arrangements 
with NATO. 

Would all this be Interference 
in the national affairs of 
another country? Not at all. 
Simply a very common sense ^ 
adjustment of arrangements to 
exclude the Soviet Union from 
- having a 16th veto on the N ATO 
trigger.

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Urgent need cited to ^develop rural sector 

Assault on cities immediate problem for world 


The Vancouver Habitat talks 
could retard the Integrated 
development of human settle¬ 
ments it It continues to stress 
urban issues at the expense of 
the rural habitat, in which at 
least SO per cent of humanity 
will still be living hi the year 
2000. 

Chandra Soysa, an inter¬ 
national expert on rural hous¬ 
ing, said in the Forum plenary 
that most Third World govern¬ 
ments had, on the very eve of 
Habitat as it were, at least 
begun to abandon the old idea

that the countryside existed .to 
serve the dty. Habitat could 
slow down the process of 
change. 

"Ihe new emphasis on rural 
development," Soysa says, "is 
to bring the rural masses to the 
centre of the development 
stage. In this approach there is 
a refusal to transfer the 
western model of development 
which relies essentially on a 


growing Industrial sector 
capable of absorbing surplus 
population." 

In the industrialised world, 
the pattern of development has 
been to traiu^rm the 
agricultural comrmmity into a 
"capital intensive segment with 
a progressively diminishing 
share of the total population 
and the total work force.” In 


developing countries today, the 
effort is to keep both the vrork 
force and the population In the 
rural areas. 

As Soysa puts it: "The new 
approach to rural development 
recognises that the process of 
development does not consist 
of a shift of the rural popula¬ 
tion to urban centres, but 
rather in the socio-economic 
transformation of the rural 
economy and the rural habitat 
itself." 

Such a process of transfor¬ 
mation would have to be 


capable of providing produc¬ 
tive employment, at rising in¬ 
comes and steadily Improving 
standards of living, to a rapidly 
increasing rural population 
which will continue to reside in 
the rural sector. "Conceived in 
these terms," the Sri Lankan 
expert says, "the main chal¬ 
lenge of development in the 
next quarter century lies in 
rural development." 

Growth strategies of earlier 
development decades, of the 
iv-jOs and sixties, attempted to 
transplant patterns of growth 


of the industrialised countries, 
willy nilly, practically 
ever^ere else. The effort 
was to concentrate on large 
projects designed to thrust the 
country Into the so-called 
modern age. 

Imported western expertise 
help^ these strategies, aimed 
at fast growth rates in the 
"modem” industrial sector, and 
resulted in increasing the ine¬ 
qualities in income in Third 
World societies, Soysa says. 

"The programs contributed 
to the growth of small urban- 


based affluent elites who geared 
the systems of productioo in 
their respective countries, 
priinarily to suit their own pat¬ 
terns of demand and consump¬ 
tion, and thereby neglected the 
basic needs of the mass of the 
. population. 

"They promoted a choice of 
technologies which were highly 
capital-intensive and inap- 
^propriate for countries with 
abundant supplies of labor, and 
consequently aggravated the 
problems of unemployment."

Ancient Kingdom of Ebla in northern Syria 


Italian archeologists uncover spectacular find 


Beneath a dusty, sun-baked 
mound In northern Syria, a 
team of Italian archaeologists 
has uncovered one of the most 
spectacular finds of all time — 
the remains of an ancient 
kingdom that may be the 
source for many of the figures 
and tales described in the Old 
Testament of the Bible. 

That kingdom was Ebla, a 
Semitic civilixation that 
flourished more than 4,000 
years ago — one that was 
known only by occasional 
references in ancient 
Sumerian, j^kadian, Hlttlte 
and Egyptian texts. 

Last March, two Italian 
scientists — Drs. Paok) Mat- 
thire and Giovanni Pettinato of 
the University of Rome — dis¬ 
closed that they had found 
more than 10.000 clay tablets at 
Tell-Mardikh. 30 miles south of 
the Syrian town of Aleppo. The 
ihscriptions on the tablets

seemed to establish both the 
existence and the exact site of 
Ebla and that, in itself, was ex¬ 
citing to the community of 
biblical archeologists. 

But as they b^an scanning 
some of the 15,000 tablets un¬ 
earthed — at Tell-Mardikh. 
that excitement soon gave 
away to a feeling bordering on 
delirium. For inscribed on the 
tablets, in a mix of logograms 
— (symbols that represent a 
whole word or concept, like 
"g” stands for the word "dol¬ 
lar") and syllabic units spell¬ 
ing out Eblalc words, and 
names like AB-RA-NU 
(Abraham), EI-SA-UN (Esau), 
DA-U-DUM (David), SaU-LUM 
(Saul), MI'KA-U,U (Michaell. 
IS-RA-ILU (Israel and IB-RUM 
•Eber). 


found. The names are par¬ 
ticularly striking. 

For although the Bible pur¬ 
ports to name the ancestral 
partriarchs and to record 
history back to the beginnings 
of the world, most experts to¬ 
day believe that the first writ¬ 
ten Hebrew accounts reflected 
only the oral traditions that ex¬ 
ist^ during the 10th century 
BC reigns of Kings David and 
Solomon. 


Eber ancestor of Abraham 


Eber. incidentally. Is listed 
in the Bible as the great-great- 
great-grandfather of Abraham 
and is generally regarded as 
the individual from whom the 
Hebrew people derived their 
tribal name. 

The tablets contain 
references to the Cities of 
Hazor, Megiddo and Gaza — all 
familiar to students of the Bi¬ 
ble. But the most startling 
reference la to "Urusallma,” 
which is unmistakably 
Jerusalem. This mention 
predates any other known 
reference to the famous city by 
about 1,000 years. 

The tablets also Include 
stories recounting a great flood 
and the creation of the world. 
Both tales correspond to 
Noah's Deluge and the account 
of the world's beginnings in the 
Old Testament. 

Dr. David Noel Freedman, a 
University of Michigan Biblical 


archaeologist, the current presi¬ 
dent of the Society of BibUcal 
Literature and a widely 
regarded expert in this field, 
was so intrigued by the first 
reports on Tdl-MartUkh that he 
travelled to Rome to talk to 
Matthire and Pettinato per¬ 
sonally. * 

"Previous reports and 
rumors do not begin to Indicate 
the true dimensions of the dis¬ 
covery and its importance for 
ancient Near Eastern and 
Biblical studies,” Freedman 
wrote in a 15-page memoran¬ 
dum upon his return from 
Rome. The memo has been dis¬ 
tributed widely throughout the 
community of biblical scholars 
and a copy was obtained by The 
Los Angeles Times. 

In his memo, Freedman said 
that "a new chapter in the 
history of the Near East has 
been opened and it will not be 
closed for some time." 


Canaan flourished long ago 


The Tell-Mardikh evidence 
clearly shows that a major 
Canaanite empire flourished in 
that part of the world between 
the 23rd and 26th centuries 
before Christ. 

ITie Canaanites were a peo¬ 
ple who occupied what is 
Israel. Lebanon and western 
Syria. Scholars usually 
describe them as "urban " and 
“sophisticated” and credit 
them with having developed 
the form of writing that even¬ 
tually became the alphabet. 

It is known that the 
Canaanites were in ctmtrol of 
the part of the Near East 
around the 20th century BC. 
when a nmnadic pec^le known 
as the Hebrews wandered into 
that land. As they had with 
other peoples and other 
cultures, the Canaanites ac¬ 
cepted the Hebrews into their 
midst and eventually as¬ 


similated them into the 
Canaanite culture; indeed, ex¬ 
perts can trace several 
Canaanite influences in the 
alphabet, poems and myths of 
the ancient Hebrews. 

The Tell-Mardikh tablets will, 
in all probability, cast a bright 
new light on such influences. 
"We may say at this early 
stage of investigation." 
Freedman wrote, "that the 
new discoveries should tell us 
much about the background 
and origin of the people who 
later became Israel.” 

Those tablets with religious 
connotations have elated 
scholars, who have ^harched 
for the factors that led to the 
development of the Israelite 
religion ~ "a major 
mutation,” In Freedman’s' 
words, "on all religions that 
had gone before it." 


Texts provide background 


' The mythological, cultic and 
ritual texts (such as incanta¬ 
tions and spells) found on a 
T^ber of the tablets should, 
Freedman said, "provide us 
with background information 
on the religion which the 
Israelites opposed so 
vehemently and (which they) 
nevertheless absorbed and 
adopted to some extent." 

Hie gods of Ebla included 
both Sumerian and various 
Semitic figures. The chief god 
appears to have been Dagon, 
who was represented as having 
the body of a fish but the head 
and hands of a man; he is 
thought to have been the god of 
agriculture. Dagon also shows 
up in the Old Testament and. in 
fact, it was the Philistine tem¬ 
ple of Dagon that Samson 
barehandedly toppled. 

Other gods mentioned In the 
tablets are Baal, Ishtar and 
Chemosh—deities also men¬ 
tioned in Biblical tales. King 
Solomon once introduced the 


"Many, if not most, of the 
important names in the Bibie 
have already been identified 
(on the tablets) and very often 
in almost identical form,” 
Freedman declared. "If the 
patriarchs and their descen¬ 
dants did not actually live In 
Ebla. they clearly belonged to 
the same cultural tradition and 
came from the area in which 
that tradition survived and ex¬ 
erted a powerful influence,” 

As for the future of Tell- 
Mardikh, there is good news 
and bad news. 

The bad news Is that "pot¬ 


hunters" — the professional 
archeologist's scathing term 
foi; those who raid sites and 
steal valuable artifacts — may 
descend on the site and begin 
plundering It. In a recent 
telephone interview. 
Freedman said that be bad 
beard rumors that some tablets 
were already beginning to show 
up on the European antiquities 
black market. 

He expressed the hope that 
both funds and International 
safeguards might be found to 
prevent the tablets from escap¬ 
ing, in ones and twos and 


batches, into the bands of 
private collectors. 

The good news is that the 
best may be yet to coine. "It 
should ^ noted," Freedman 
wrote, "that this collection of 
tablets (the 15,000 found so far) 
is not from the royal archives, 
in all likelihood, but is a mis¬ 
cellany of records kept near 
the central court where provi¬ 
sions were stored, where 
tribute was collected; perhaps 
most important, it was where 
apprentice scribes did theix 
lessons, copying texts of all 
kinds as part of their training.” 


Since the main body of the 
palace was not yet been un¬ 
covered, Freedman and others 
clearly hope that a treasure 
trove of tablets is still to be 
found beneath the soil of Tell- 
Mardikh. 

"Should the royal archive be 
found intact," he said, "there 
is no way to calculate either 
the size or the Importance of 
such a collection, but in view of 
what has turned up in an ad¬ 
junct repository, the pos¬ 
sibilities stagger the im¬ 
agination.”

Jerusalem, just to placate one 
of his foreign wives. 

Freedman and other scholars 
have been electrified by the 
parallels between the language 
of the tablets and the language 
of ancient Hebrews. Eblaite. as 
Freedman refers to the 
language in his memo, seems 
to be a West Semitic form un¬ 
like Sumerian, Akkadian or any 
of the other ancient languages 
known to modern science. 

Fortunately. Ihe excavators 
have found a bilingual 
vocabulary list of about 1,000 
words in both Sumerian 
logograms and EUaic syllabic 
writing. Like the Rosetta stone 
that enabled Egyptologists to 
decipher hieroglyphics, this 
vocabulary list should permit 
scholars to deduce the meaning 
of all the Tell-Mardikh tablets. 
The tablets, with their names 
and tales, are perhaps closer to 
the Old Testament than 
anything that hgs yet been

The community of Quesnel is 
facing imminent disaster. 
Much of the community is 
employed directly or indirectly 
in the forest industry. The in¬ 
dustry. as well as agricultural 
equipment dealers, bulk oil and 
gas dealers, and others, de¬ 
pends upon the B.C. Railway 
for transportation service. The 
railway is not operating. 
Businesses must make hard 
decisions — whether to cwi- 
tinue to operate by incurring 
heavier costs and stockpiling 
production, or to shut down and 
lay off employees.

R.E.A.C.T. 

I make reference to Alec 
Merriman's column of May 19 
this year. In his column he tells 
of the great doings of an 
organization called Stay 
Afloat. He also tells of the cor¬ 
rect procedure used in con¬ 
tacting Stay Afloat, on the air. 

Victoria R.E.A.C.T., on 
receipt of a distress call from a 
boat, contacts Rescue Co¬ 
ordination Centre, and they con¬ 
trol the operation. We as radio 
operators conduct the com¬ 
munications for RCC and this 
may entail imposing silence 
upon the frequency in use, 
despatching a volunteer boat, 
or ensuring the continuous 
communications between a 
coast guard cutter and the ves¬ 
sel in distress. 

It should be pointed out that a 
marine distress, or Mayday, is 
an extremely serious opera¬ 
tion. It directly involves the 
safety of lives or property and 
the most rapid, qualified and 
concise response is necessary. 
For this reason, we train our 
operators in the correct, legal 
procedure. We stress the 
reason to keep Rescue Co- 
oimnation Centre informed of 
everything they do in the time¬ 
ly prosecution of a marine dis¬ 
tress situation. 

It should also be pointed out 
that "running out of gas.” is 
not a distress situation. It Is, 


using the correct mariner's 
language, a "marine urgency ' 
We have received various calls 
from various boats screaming 
"Mayday" into their 
microphones, only to find out 
that the boat is not in distress, 
but more correctly, he has ex¬ 
pended his fuel and is unable to 
control his boat. This is not a 
distress and the tnariner call¬ 
ing Mayday, has filed a tolse 
distress. We have never pres¬ 
sed the legal point of this and 
one should be aware that ft is 
as serious as pulling the lever 
on a fire box for fun. The 
government takes an extreme¬ 
ly dim view of false distresses. 
Should a boat call in a Mayday 
in error and then indicate he is 
"out of gas," R(X will be in¬ 
formed. They will contact a 


commercial authority to assist. 
It may surprise some to know 
that there is every possibility 
that a constable may meet 
them on their return to harbor, 
and the lecture may become 
very embarrassing. A boat that 
runs out of gas is being control¬ 
led by a careless person. 

Some may feel that our walk 
with the legal side of marine 
distress, urgency and safety is 
a bit too much for some in¬ 
dividuals. Some may also feel 
that licensing and training our 
operators is going to unneces¬ 
sary lengths. It is a question of 
who will survive the longest. 
We. operating with the ap¬ 
proval of the qualified rescue, 
police and public safety 
authorities can relay informa¬ 
tion quickly and correctly to 


the proper authorities. We are 
capable of providing trained 
qualified help from the people 
who are paid to assist the 
boating and motoring public. 
We get the experts for you. 

R.E.A.C.T. is there to ensure 
|it|ple get the necessary help 
ii^^ shortest time possible. 
We do it by making sure it 
comes from the people Who 
know best bow to handle each 
sibiatitn' 

If you're in a boat and it's 
turning into a dangerous situa¬ 
tion and the only radio you have 
available is your CB set, when 
you make your call and a 
R.E.A.C.T. monitor answers, it 
goes directly to ROC.

"But," he 
emphasises, “it should not be 
permitted to dissipate the con¬ 
centration of government, par¬ 
ticularly in developing 
countries, on the urgent n^ to 
develop the rural sector.” 

The Habitat talks have taken 
a too-defensive approach to ur¬ 
banisation and migration. Hav¬ 
ing exhaustively discussed the 
Immediate problems of urban 
settlements they mustnow find 
time for a more positive look at 
the issues in their totality, 
Soysa says. We should be think¬ 
ing about how to reorganize the 
rural sector as a suitable 
habitat for humans.

"Instead, the tarwt should 
he a diversified development of 
the rural sector which will void 
the dualism of urban and rural 
habitats as conceived in the 
western model" 

Chandra Soysa has no time 
for even the new fangled 
"growth pole" theory whic'h 
has been intensively discussed 
in Vancouver.

Rome study shows that the 
world is not going to be able 
to grow enough food to meet 
future needs, club founder Dr. 
Aiuelio Peccel says. « 

Dr. Peccei. a member of 
the Italian delegation to the 
United Nations Habitat con* 
ference on Human Settle¬ 
ments. told a news conference 
the study is e:Q>ected to be 
complete in a few months. 

He said so far "the answer 
is no •— the present systeni-s 
and policies for growing food 
will not be enough to satisfy 
the demand for food." He said 
there will be marginal people 
"hundreds of millions of 
them" — who \vill not be able 


to obtain their food needs 
under present policies.

It never really needed to begin. j 

Tha Union hat been ordered back to work by the Provincial 
Legislature, which haa now enacted Into law Bill 75, tha Hoepital 
Servicea Collective Agreement Act. 

Tha Union will obey the legialatkin: It haa ordered an end to 
the atrlkae which had begun at seven British Columbia hospitals 
before the government ordered a 21-day cooling off period on 
May 20,1976, and hat withdrawn the etrika noticee It served on 
mors than 25 hoepitale all around the province during that cool¬ 
ing oft period. 

The legislation which wee placed before the Legislature earlier 
this week showed, vary clearly, that the strike which so die- 
ruptad the delivery of hoalth care in this province was unnecae- 
eery. 

It provides — with onty one change, the length of tha collective 
agreement — that all the recommendations pravioualy handed 
down by Industrial Inquiry Committioner D. R. Blair will become 
a part of the Union's 1976 collective agreement. 

Those recommendations, of course, had already been ratified 
by the Union at a collective agreement, even before the Health 
Labour Relations Aaaoclation so precipitously rejected them 
last April 27. 

It was that rejection by the Aesoclatlon, and that rejection alone, 
which made the strike inevitable. 

Now, after almost three weeks of escalating strike action, after 
chaos has been created in the delivery of health care, after our 
members, against their will, have been forced to take strike 
action which inconvenienced, dismayed and confuted the gen¬ 
eral public, after the morale of hoepital workers all over this 
province haa been destroyed, the government hat made law 
what tha Union was willing to accept in the first place. 

What this all means is that you, tha taxpayers of British Colum¬ 
bia, have been cheated. 

You have been cheated, and are being cheated, of hundreds ol 
thousands of dollars, dollars being spent to perpetuate the exie- 
tenca of the Health Labour Relations Association, which has 
shown Itself incapable of dealing with labour relations in this 
province’s hoepital industry. 

If the government It going to have to deal, ultimataly, with labour 
negotatlona in the hospital Industry, why should taxpayers’ 
money be wasted on the Aaaociatlon? 

Why shouldn't tha Union bargain directly with the provincial 
government, as it would like to, thereby eliminating the costa of 
maintaining a "bargaining group” which doesn’t bargain, an 
employers' association which is funded by the government so 
that the government won't have to deal directly with the Union 
but seems incapable of even that task? 

Interesting question, crucial questions. 

The answers may well determine whether the Union will be able 
to, once again, start building a record of atrlks-free collectiva 
bargaining in this province, or whether strikes, work ttoppagai 
and disputes are to be the new order of the day for British 
Columbia hospitals. 

We don't want that.

Lagoon sewage peril worse 
than suspected, says officer 


Esquimau Lagoon's nin- 
away sew'age problems need 
to be fixed ''immedialely. if 
not sooner” but they won’t be.

Sewage systems in a sub¬ 
division alongside the lagoon 
were brvuled a health hazard 
about two years ago, but re¬ 
pairs were delayed by a 
series at ciEcumstances. such 
as wet w*eather and a mimtci- 
pal strike^lockout. 

Dr. Allan Ameil. regional 
health officer, aaid he would 
like to start work right away 
on todiridual corrections to 
the 20 worst systems in the 
subdivision because the health 
hazard from them is "very 
real.” 

Research has recently 
found that sewage contains 
far more viruses than pre¬ 
viously suspected, be said, 
and some of the homes have 
effluent running across drive¬ 
ways and into roads where 
the genera] public is exposed 
to it. 

But individual corrections 
(p^d for by each homeowner) . 
could last as little as two 
years, and so Ameil also rec¬ 
ommended a sewage collec¬ 
tion system to serve the whole 
sitodiviskp. 

The region’s executive 
director Derails Young told 
the committee that “in every¬ 
one's best interest, the com¬ 
munity sewer system is the 
answer.” 

He asked Ameil to postixme 
the work on individual sys¬ 
tems whiled''group of sub¬

and one each from B.C and 
the Maritimes. 

The advantages would be 
that the court wqpld be able 
to sit simultaneously in two 
div'isions of five or motions 
could be heard by a three- 
man panel, and at the same 
time hearings of appeals 
could still proctied befo^ a 
seven-man court.

Al YaWon.skii. manager of 
the B.C. Egg Ma^eting 
Board, said any increase in 
the price of eggs will have to 
be set by the Canadian Egg 
Maikettng Agency (CEIMA) 
and "I know they are lookup 
at feed indreasee." 

Ritchie said that soybean is 
very high in p^itein and when 
the price goes tg>, other oovn- 
pioditiei such as fish meal, 
rape seed and meat meal go 
up as well? He sud that db- 
p^ing on the feed ration the 
price has gone from $4 a tdh 
for a dniry ration to* $18 a ton 
for poultry starter feed. 

He said one wray the federal 
go\'emment could help offset 
eventual meat price increases 
to consumers is to release 
more than 200 million pounds 
of surplus skim milk powder 
that is costing about $2.5 mil¬ 
lion a month to keep in 
storage. 

"The feed companies coulA 
use it in about four montlis 


and it would help offset the 
increase ih soybean and pn^ 
^bly drop the prii'e of other 
protein products." he said. 

Neil Gray, general manager 
of l-Yaser Valley Milk Pivv 
ducers Araociatlon. said, how¬ 
ever. that ttie release of the 
milk powder would wreck 
the market for pow-der now 
sold to the field industry. 

"We (the dairy Industry) al¬ 
ready sell ciinsiderable below 
grade powder to the feed In¬ 
dustry and a sudden increase 
of the surplus wmild not b« 
good." he said. 

“I realize the prdblem the 
feed industry is In, but th«v 
is little tiiat can be done but 
to sell it on the world market, 
even though that powder Is 
finding its w'sy into feed ra- 
tkms in foreign countriee." 

Gray said it is too early to 
predict infeed price increa.ses 
will lea^ to a mlVk price in¬ 
crease.

Bald eagle population 
holding steady in gulf 


The southern Gulf Islands 
continue to support a substan¬ 
tial fiopulation of wintering 
and nesting bald eagles. 

This has been reported by 
Wayne Campbell of the Pro¬ 
vincial Museum and Neil. 
Trenholine of Vancouver, in 
Syesis. annual publication of 
the museum. 

dloniparing results of aerial 
surveys of wintering and nest¬ 
ing bald eagles in the aouth- 
em Canadian Gulf Islands in 
1974 with thewe of a decade 
earlier, they say the pcf)ula- 
tions ai^ar stable. 


Maximum ■numiber of eagles 
wintering in 1963 was 219, 
ccxnpared with 214 counted in 
1974. The number of active 
nests counted in 1^74 was 68. 
an increase of three over 1964 
figures. 

Since eagles depend mainly 
on marine foods, Uiefise of in¬ 
creasing acreage for human 
dwellings has had little effect 
upon fTopulations. the report 
slates. ^ 

"Residents throughout the 
Gulf Islands should be en¬ 
couraged by all conceiTied 


people to preserve nesting 
and perchiT^ sites fine 
eagles," it adds. 

"Actual breeding population 
of the southern (.riitf Island.s 
undoubtedly far exceeds our 
tally of 68 breeding pairs, 
since the interior of larger is¬ 
lands and some shorelines 
were not surveyed." 

Future censes, in addition 
to covering aU sh<velines. 
should follow a grid pattern 
so a more* realistic estimate 
can be obtained, the authors 
of the report say.

A lew mushrooms can turn 
ordinary dishes into dramatic 
party fare. 

This prestigious edible 
fungus is one (rf the most ver¬ 
satile vegetables. The distinc¬ 
tive flavor of mushrooms can 
add flair to casseroles, ome¬ 
lettes, grills, stews, soups, 
salads, appetizers, sauces, 
gravies and meat. 

Low in calortes mushrooms 
can be baked, sauteed, grilled 
or seized raw. For conve¬ 
nience. they can be purchased 
canned, either wh<je or in 
pieces. A word of caution: 
Don't overcook, for it tough¬ 
ens toe delicate little cupa 
lind stalks. 

To prepare fresh 
mushrooms for cooking, trim 
the base of the stems, and if 
gills ^ partially exposed 
(this indicates they are not 
real fresh) break the stem off 
inside the cap and wash out 
any sand. Just before using. 
quidWy rinse mushrooms and 
drain or dry completely. 

A dish demonstrating how 
mushrooms can tuin an econ¬ 
omy beef cut into a party ettsh 
is beef and mushrooms orien¬ 
tal. Marinated mushrooms — 


they can be served as the first 
course or as an accompani¬ 
ment for a buffet supper — 
are guaranteed to add dazzle 
to a party food. 

The b^f and mushrooms 
entree can be made with ei- 
t h e r fresh or canned 
mushrooms. It requires about 
an hour’s cooking time, but It 
can be cooked well in advance 
and refrigerated until final 
heating. The dish can be 
varied by adding vegetables 
— peas, green beans, zuchinl 
chunks or kernel com— dun* 
ing the last minutes of cook¬ 
ing.

Phone company faces $150,000 job suit

When a new-supervisory job 
opened up in American Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Co. in 
1974. McAleer applied for it. 
He had five years’ seniority 
and a job-performance rating 
of .34 on a scale of 36 — the 
phone company’s ^tem for 
grading employees. 

Instead, the job went to 
Sharon Hulvey with three 
years’ seniority and a service 
rating of 30. 

Now, Judge (Jerhard GescU 
has ruled that McAleer is the 
"Innocent victhn" of reverse 
discrimination arising from a 
federal government order. 

The situation arose because 
A.T. and T. had been sued by 
the federal government in 
1973 over employment dis¬ 
crimination. The company 


signed a decree promising to 
hire ami promote more 
women >and minorities. The 
settlement was hailed at the 
time as the most significant 
event in the employment- 
discrimination area. 

When McAleer was passed 
over, he and the Com¬ 
munication Workers of Ameri¬ 
ca filed suit against the com¬ 
pany in U.S. district court. 


$14.9 million 
given hungry 

COLOMBO (Reuter — The 
United Nations World Food 
Program has given $14.9 mil¬ 
lion in food relief to Sri Lanka 
to help nearly one milffion 
drought-affected people, the 
planning ministry has an- 
xx>unced.

The judge said he will de¬ 
cide on the amount of dam¬ 
ages after a June 22 hearing, 
adding that "it may well be 
impossible throu^ a mone¬ 
tary award” to compensate 
McAleer fully for the injury 
incurred.

available.

Sharyn Sepmwall, a Mon¬ 
treal psychologist who has 
been working with children 
from some of the city’s bro¬ 
ken homes for the last year, 
says the unresolved feelings 
of the neglected child can la&t 
a lifetime. 

"Parents are at a disadvan¬ 
tage during the divorce trau¬ 
ma.’’ she said. "'Ihere’s-not 
enough time or energy or pa¬ 
tience to deal with their chil¬ 
dren's feelings when th^ 
themselves are trying to cch>® 
with the crisis." 

Mrs. Sepinwall. soon to 
graduate with a master's de¬ 
gree in counselling psycholo¬ 
gy from McGill University, 
works with amall groups in 
which about 10 youngsters of 
divorced parents "share their 
concerns and anxieties." 

She has found that group 
counselling is more effective 
than dealing separately with 
individual youngsters and is 
convinced ot the need for 


more of these groups in the 
Montreal area. 

She said guilt was the most 
prevalent feeling which chil¬ 
dren experience following the 
separation, thinking that they 
are responsible and that the 
divorce is their punishment. 

Others are ashamed be¬ 
cause society still attaches a 
stigma to divorce. 

"It’s here to stay.” said 
Mrs. Sepinwall, aware that 
half the marriages in the 
United States end in divorce, 
"but it is not yet an institu¬ 
tion.” 

Children also can feel be¬ 
trayed, deserted and full of 
revenge, she said. 

Although children differ in 
their reaction to divorce, “it 
helps them all to know they 
are not alone and that divorce 
is not the end of the world.”

Banda was quoted last No¬ 
vember in the Malawi New's 
as saying that all church de¬ 
nominations are allowed to 
wr)rship in his country except 
Jehovah's Witnesses. He de¬ 
scribed them as the "Devils 
of CkxJ.” 

Writing In The Obaener of 
I*ondon. England, last De¬ 
cember. Colin Legum said 
that "detailed evidence <rf this 
new reign of terror rest* on 
statements collected by the 
Witneases’ Watchtower Soci¬ 
ety. but.is also Independently 
corroborated by reports com¬ 
ing out of the villages." 

This week In Victoria the' 
Witnesses’ overseer appealed 
to "all lovers of justice to reg¬ 
ister their protest by w'riting 
to Life President H. K. 
Banda, Malawi, Ontral Afri¬ 
ca. 

"In api>ea]ing to your sense 
of fairness and respect for the 
freedoms that we cherish in 
Victoria, we ask you to please 
consider these reix)rts and 
urge that you add your weight 
to the campaign for stopping 
these demeaning atrocities to 
human life and Christian en¬ 
deavor.”

adds sfdritual dimension to 
everything we do” 

An eatimated 10.000-12.000 
members of the mother 
church. The FirsJ Church of 
ChrLst, Scientist, in Boston, 
Mass, were on hand to hear 
the keynote message, includ¬ 
ing several from Victoria. 
Many of the denomination’s 
more than 3.000 branches In

LOS ANGELES — The hood 
of a 1970 two-door Ford LTD 
cost $76.25 when the car was 
new. Today it costs $120 — an 
increase of more than 50 per 
rent even though it has not 
been changed, been improved 
or become hard to find. 

According to some Insure 
ance companies, it-would cost 
about $20,000 to assemble a 
$4,000 car if you bought all the 
pieces separately at retail 
prices. W course, ncrt)ody ever 
does that — but just the fend¬ 
ers, doors, hood, taruidc and 
bumpers of a new car would 
add up to nearly half its 
sticker price. 

At each others' throats over 
the soaring cost of crash re¬ 
pairs are the major insurance 
companies, consumer ad¬ 
vocates. independent body 
shops and the car manufac¬ 
turers. The makers still con¬ 
trol sales of hoods, fenders, 
bumpers and other crash re¬ 
placement parts for their 
cars. ^ 

The insurers contend that 
the price of parts is the larg¬ 
est factor in soaring repair 
costs. They say that car m^- 
ufacturers have rais^ their 
prices on sheet metal crash 
parts to make up for lasses I 
they suffered during the new- 
car sales slump 1974-75. 

The makers der^ that,, ar¬ 
guing that the insurers have 
created a false issue to justify 
thedr ow-n big premium rate 
increases over tl^ past year. 

Independent tx)dy shops 
contoid that they are being 
hurt hy the makers’ virtual 
monopoly of body parts — 
which are sold only through 
the companies’ authorized 
dealers. 

Consumer advocates and 
members of Congress argue 
that the public is paying the 
price for lade of real competi¬ 
tion in the manufacture and 
sale of body parts. 

The consumer subcommit¬ 
tee of the UA-^enate com¬ 
merce committee conducted 
hearings into the parts con¬ 
troversy earlier this year. The 
committee is not ccvisiderim; 
any legislaticm yet, and aides 
said the hearings were held in 
large part to goad the Federal 
Trade Commissi<m into actii^ 
against the current system of 
parts distribution. 

As things novy stand, if ^'ou 
want a new trader for a Pra- 
tiac, for example, you can 
buy it only at a General 
Motors dealra. Even an in¬ 
dependent body shop must 
buy parts from the GM 
dealer, who usually is also 
competing with the Sndepen- i 
dent for crash repair busi- | 
ness. I 


Supposedly,* the dealers ' 
offer parts to the Indepen¬ 
dents at discount prices — ! 
subsidized "by the m^nufac- I 
turers—4hanks to a complex ! 
settlement wx>ihed out in 1968 I 
after an earlier contro\'ersy ; 
over crash parts. \ I 


in turn, point the finger di¬ 
rectly at the car makers. 

State Farm Insurance, the 
U.S.’^ biggest auto insurer, 
put* together a ’’crash part.s 
index” designed to measure 
increases in its claim costs 
for i)arts. NVliile new car 
prices have jumped about 18 
per cent in tte past five 
years. State Farm said crash 


parts have increased 86.5 per 
<-ent. The crasumer price 
index rose only 32.4 per cral 
in that period. 

As with almost every other 
facet of the crash parts ar¬ 
gument, the .State Farm index 
has been sharply criticized. 

Actually. manufacturing 
and selling crash parts is no( 
a very lucrative business. 


Unlike replacement parts — 
spark pki^. batteries and 
tires — sheet metal parts are 
not big sellers because they 
are not replaced so often. 

Fenders, hoods and bump¬ 
ers also re<iuire big invest¬ 
ments in tool and die equip¬ 
ment to turn them out and 
gigantic warehouses to store 
them. 


Ford has its main ware¬ 
house, — the size of S3 football 
fields — near Dearborn. 
Mkrh., and 22 otheri around 
the country. It stocks about 
7.800 different crash parts, 
-with ar'sale^ ^lume ranging 
from more than 84,000 units a 
year to 10 a year. * 

”We don’t just run off 
100,000 hoods and then |tiye 


them,” a Ford spokesman 
said. ”We maiHrfacture as 
many as we think we’ll need 
for a specified period at the 
end of a model yesu* and then 
we have to set' up the dies 
again from time to time to, 
replenish the stock as the 
parts are needed. 

That, he said, is why prices 
rise even though the i>arils are 


the samhi as they were wbra 
the cars were new. 

Indeed, officials of the Au¬ 
tomotive Warehouse Distribu¬ 
tors Association recently in¬ 
formed the FTC that they did 
not want to get into the crash 
parts business. I’he ware¬ 
houses represented by the as- 
scK’iatira deal primarily with 
replacement paks. 


The crash parts business 
means low volume and small 
profit and if the big Detroit 
car makers are forced to give 
up their control of the busi¬ 
ness they might then decide 
to sell more prctfitlable, fast- 
moving replacement parts 
and drive out smaller firms, 
the association warned in a 
letter to the FTC. ‘ 




But the FTC, wdiich worked 
out that settlement, thinks it 
ha.s not woriced. Owen John¬ 
son Jr., director of the FTC’.s 
bureau of competition, said 
consumer prices for crash 
parts could be lowered by 10 
per cenf if the whole system 
were scrapped. 

The FTC also has filed suit 
against GM seeking to end 
that company’s — and in es¬ 
sence the entire industry’s — 
method of controlling the 
manufacture and distri^lion 
of crash parts. The suit, filed 
last March, is still in its pre¬ 
trial stage. GM has said it 
would vigoroikly d^end its 
present system. 

Sparidng the carrent ar¬ 
gument about parts pricing 
and distribution has iken a 
substantial rise in the cost of 
automobile insurance. The 
IT.S. ‘Bureau of Labor Statis¬ 
tics estimated that car insiu*- 
ance premiums have risen 
nearly 30 per cent in the past 
year after nearly five years of 
negligible average increases.

B.C. Legislature Thursday. 

Changes will make the max¬ 
imum pension 70 per cent of 
the legislative allowance after 
20 years of service rather 
than 72 per cent of die ses¬ 
sional indemnity after 34 ses¬ 
sions as under fcamer provi¬ 
sions. 

MLA pensions are calculat¬ 
ed on a complicated formula 
that gives a member a pen¬ 
sion of three per cent of the 
hijdiest average inedme over 
seven years for each year of 
service. 

That amount is Increased 
under the amended MLA su- 
j>crannuation act to 3^ per 
cent of the highest income 
average over five years. 

Effect of the amendment 
will be to give a member with 
10 year’s service a pension of 
r,5 i)er cent of his hipest five- 
year average salary, instead 
of 30 per oent of his highest 
seven-year average. 

Contribution rate for 
members remains at six i>er 
cent of the annual legislative 
allowance. 

Introducing the amend¬ 


ments, Provincial Secretary 
Grace McCarthy noted that in 
keeping with the govern¬ 
ment’s policy of restraint, die 
benefit levels were kept at a 
significantly lower rate than 
those of other provinces.

Condominium administra¬ 
tive councils will no longer 
have the power to restrict the 
nuntber of rental units within 
a condominium, according to 
legislation introduced in the 
B.C. Legislature Thursday.

The old Fairbridge Farm 
scHbol. whose patron was at 
one time the Prince of Wales, 
was built in 1938 for under¬ 
privileged children from Eng¬ 
land. who were schooled to 
Ijecome farmers or domestic 
help. 

It was named after Fair- 
bridge Kingsl<jy, an English¬ 
man who had made his for¬ 
tune in Australia and left the 
money in order that the Co- 
wi«han Station school and an¬ 
other one in Australia could 
he set up.

1110 Other is by taklns 
and rooting cutUngA from 
ymir best plsnts during the 
growing season. 

In the first method, the dor¬ 
mant tubers are started into 
growth In early spring by bed- 
ckhg them down in shallow 
^boxes of damp peat moss at a 
temperature of around 17 to 
ao degrees Celsius. 

When rricAly sprouted, esrh 
tuber with more than one 
sprout lA divided vertically, 
cutting right dmnigh the bulb 
front top to b ottont with A 
•harp Itilfe. making sure each 
half has at least ona good 
shoot starting. 

• Ute cut auifacsA ara rubbed 


in a saucer of common sul¬ 
phur to discourage rot orga¬ 
nisms from entering, and the 
half-bulbs are planted up and 
grown on in the usual way. 

Slips from plants can be 
taken and rooted anytime 
through toe midsummer 
months. Select either sucker- 
like shoots springing up from 
near the base of the plant, or 
branches which have finished 
flowering and are beginning

• shoots which have lost some 
of their lush sappiness. 

Cut these shoots with a 
raicor blade, making your cut 
halfway between the toird and 
fourth leaf, counting back 
from the tip, then trim off the 
knver leaf. 

>toUteh toe baae of each 
slip and dip Pi a hormone 
rooting powder such as Rorv 
tone or geradlx, then shake 
off any eMcesA dust, for too 
much la worse than not 
Anouito. 

Next step Is to insert these 
prepared cuttings In boxAs nr 
pots filled with a suitAMe 
rooting medium.

very good luck with a half- 
and-half mixture of damp 
peat moss and vermiculite; 
other effective rooting mix¬ 
tures are peat and perlite, 
peat and coarar sand, or such 
hrand-name soil substitutes as 
Jlffy-MlJC, Reddi-Karth or Mi- 
ca-Peat. If you use flow'er 
pots, you can root several 
slips in each pot. Inseriting 
thorn around the edge.

The current rate for this 
class of mail is two c*ents an 
item plus 23 cents a pound, or 
five cents an item, whichever 
is greater.

GENEVA (Reuter) — Dip¬ 
lomats from 107 countries 
ended two months o( negotia¬ 
tions Friday )vitffout agree¬ 
ment on revision of the rules 
of international wariare. 

Conference president Pierre 
Graber. Switzerland’s foreign 
minister, told reporters that 
significant differences re¬ 
mained between governments 
on treatment of mercenaries 
and guerrillas, rules govern¬ 
ing reprisals and war crimi¬ 
nals. 

The negotiations, under In¬ 
ternational Red Cross Cbm- 
mittee auspices, will resume 
ne.xt April to revise the 1949 
Geneva Warfare Conventions 
protecting soldier* and civil¬ 
ians against mal-treatment in 
time of war. 

In the final plenary session, 
delegates agreed that mer¬ 
cenaries should not be treated 
as regular prisoners of war. 
But there were differences 
over defining mercenaries 
and w hethcr governments 
sbaMld be left free to decide 
how to ti'eat them. 

Nigeria, which raised the 
issuer wanted treatment of 
mercenaries left to national 
laws, but foany delegations 
felt they should receive- mini¬ 
mum cOTivention protection. 

This protection wiould in¬ 
clude resi>cct for human dig¬ 
nity. the right to (rial and a 
ban on torture or degrading 
treatment.

Teacher’s fame ranged across province

Dorothy Hatfcnden. a well« 
kncRvn B.C. teacher of physi¬ 
cal education, died in 0:htk>x 
recently at the age of 56. after 
a nine>month battle against 
bone cancer. 

Best known as an instructor 
of health and physical educa¬ 
tion at the victoria Normal 
School (now pert of the UnJ- 
vereity of Victoria) frcmi 1949 
to 1955, Mrs. Haffenden will 
be remembered by at least 
800 Normal students for her 
love of sports and pftiysicaj 
fitness. 

Bom Dorodjy Daniels in 
Femie. B.C.. she graduated 
from the University ol B.C. in 
1940. 

Her first teaching post at 
Powell River .was followed by 


an appointment to the staff at 
Lord Byng high school in Van¬ 
couver. From 1946 to 1949 she. 
taught physical education and 
health at the echooi. 

During her subsequent ten¬ 
ure at the Victoria Normal 
School, Mrs. Hatfenden in¬ 
structed wiomen's claaaes, 
w>crMng c^joeely with H. £. 
(Hugh) Farquar, who direct¬ 
ed the men. They were boto 
applauded, in the 1951-52 Ane- 
cho yearta^, for the "woo- 
derful way” in which they 
handled the athletic program 
for the school. 

* As well as being in charge 
of physical education, 
Dorothy Haffenden was an ad¬ 
viser to many athletic groups 
at the school. Singling out her 
encouragement of individuals, 
another Anecho yearbook 


citee her ability to induce

On Thursday, he suggested 
that the press should be al¬ 
lowed to sit In on negbtiations 
involving civic employers and 
employees. 

On Friday, as negotiators 
for the two sides in Nanai¬ 
mo’s civic and school labor 
dispute met with the five-man 
industrial inquiry ewnmis- 
sion. newsmen were present 
to observe the proceedings. 

It was believed to be the 
first time in B.C. that 
members of the media were 
allowed in on industrial inqui¬ 
ry commission proceedings. 

The opening of the meetings 
came following charges by 
th# employee (groups that ear^ 
Her statqmrtits by the union 
were “highly inflammatory” 
and that in order to allow 
first-hand observation of pro¬ 
ceedings. reporters wxwld be 
allowed it sit in. 

The employer group refior- 
tedly voted in favor of the 
move, the union against and 
commission chairman Louis 
Lindholm of Victoria cast the 
deciding vote. 

The talks began Friday with 
discussion on general terms of 
new agreement. covering 
civic, regional and school 
board workers. 

Ken Waldron, negotiator for 
the employers, suggested to 
the committee that any new 
agreement should he at least 
two years in duration If not 
longer. 

He also said he would like 
to see the effective date of 
any new agreement moved up 
to July 1, 1976, and Y»ot Jan. 1, 
1976, as is the case at present. 

He said his main concern in. 
wanting tt» date changed was 
the possible effects of a strike 
taking place during the winter 
months. This, he said, could 
force hardship on the elderly, 
the infirm and others through 
loss of services and even utili¬ 
ties. 

He also said such a move 
would eliminate the possibili¬ 
ty that the two sides "ccwld 
be in dispute again next Jan¬ 
uary.” a lime of only «x or 
eeven months from now. 

He added that this short 
sjian of time “would not pro- 
xnde time for attitudes to 
change.” He charged that the 
union has already made it 
clear that it intends to 
"strongly optwe ’ the em¬ 
ployer group in any future ne¬ 
gotiations. 

Another matter of concern 
discussed FViday was whether 
employees should be reclas¬ 
sified out of the union. It was 
understood that about 13 city 
positiohs were involved. The 
administration wanted the po¬ 
sitions declared supen'isory 
or management but the union 
was opposed. 

Lindholm was asked if. he 
would include a recom! 
dation on the question 
final report. He told both 
sides he would be hesHant 
since it would appear such a 
declsnon wxxild be made by 
usurping the authority of the 
B.C. Labor Relations Board, 
which should answer such a 
question. 

Elaborating on the admis¬ 
sion of the press to the negoti¬ 
ations, Dick Winkelman, an¬ 
other spokesman for the Mid- 
Island Public Empkvers’ As¬ 
sociation. said the decision re¬ 
volved around statements 
made by Canadian Union of 
Public Employees represent¬ 
atives nnd the terms of refer¬ 
ence set Thursday.

It 'was named after Fair- 
bridge Kingsleiy. an English¬ 
man who had made his for¬ 
tune in Australia and left the 
money in order that the Co¬ 
wichan Station school and an- 


believed to be still in opera¬ 
tion but its Canadian counter¬ 
part at CCAvichan Station was 
closed in 1944 because of fi¬ 
nancial difficulties. 

The Fairbridge Society, ^ 
which is based in England, 
owned 1,100 aepes at Co¬ 
wichan Station at one time, 
but it now has sold or k*ased 
much of this acreage. 

It recently sold 300 acres, 
containing the old school and 
church along with a number 
of residences, to Bellamy 
Pjoperty Ltd., of Vancouver.

A few mushrooms can turn 
ordinary dishes into dramatic 
party fare. 

This prestigious edible 
fungus is one of the most ver¬ 
satile vegetables. The distinc¬ 
tive flavor of mushrooms can , 
add flair to casseroles, ome¬ 
lettes, grills, stews, soups, 
salads,' appetizer^ sauces, 
gravies and meat. 

Low in caldries mushrooms 
can be baked, sauteed, grilled 
or served raw. For conve¬ 
nience, they can be purchased 
canned, either whole or in 
pieces. A word of caution: 
Don’t overcook, for it tough¬ 
ens the delicate little cups 
and stalks. 

To prepare fresh 
mushrooms for cooking, trim 
0)e base of the steins, and if 
gills are partially exposed 
{this indicates they are not 
real fresh) break the stem off 
inside the cap and wash out 
any sand. Just before using, 
quickly rinse mushrooms and 
drain or dry completely. 

A dish demonstrating how 
niushroonis can turn an econ¬ 
omy beef cut into a party dish 
is beef and mushrooms orien¬ 
tal. Marinated mushrooms — 


they can be served as the Hrsl 
course or as an accompani¬ 
ment for a buffet supper — 
are guaranteed to add dazz.le 
to a party food. 

The bwf and mushrooms 
entree can be made with el- 
t h c r fresh or canned 
mushrooms. It requires about 
an hour’s cocking time, but it 
can be cooked well in advance 
and refrigerated until final 
heating. The dish can be

Phone company faces $150,000 job suit 


using it in toothi)astes and 
cough remedies, 
laws to protect women and 
minority groups. His case 
may become a landmark in 
job-discrimination issues 
across the country. 

When a new supervisory job 
.opened up in American Tele- 
pthone and Telcgra^ Co. in 
1974. McAleer applied for it. 
He had five years’ seniority 
and a job-performance rating 
of 34 CTi a scale of 36 — the 
phone company’s system for 
grading employees. 

Instead, the job went to 
Sharon Hulvey with three 
years’ seniority and a service 
rating of 30. 

Now. Judge Gerhard Gesell 
has ruled that McAleer is the 
“innocent victim” of reverse 
discrimination arising from a 
federal government order. 

The situation arose because 
A.T. and T. had been sued by 
the federal government in 
1973 over employment dis¬ 
crimination. The company 


signed a decree pn)mising to 
hire and promote more 
women and minorities. The 
settlement was hailed at the 
time as the most significant 
event in the employment- 
discrimination area. 

Whw McAleer was passed 
over. *^he and the Com¬ 
munication Workers of Ameri¬ 
ca filed suit against the com¬ 
pany in U.S. district court.

COLOMBO (Reuter — The 
United Nations World P' o o d 
Program has given $14.9 mil¬ 
lion in food relief to Sri Lanka 
to help nearly one milUon 
drcrtighl-affected people, the 
planning ministry has an¬ 
nounced. 


In his ruling. Judge Gesell 
said McAleer was not entitled 
to the promotion because 
“such relief might well per¬ 
petuate and prolong the ef¬ 
fects of the discrimination” 
that the 1973 decree wag "de¬ 
signed to eliminate.”

women,” the Judge said. 

Judge Gesell said that ordi¬ 
narily a company obeying a 
judicial order is protected 
from liability arising from 
such obedience. 


“But such protection does 
not exist w'here the judicial 
order was necessitated by th^ 
w'rongful conduct” of the com¬ 
pany. 

In other words, it wasn’t 
McAleer’s fault that the com¬ 
pany had been discriminating 
against women and minori¬ 
ties. 

The judge said he will de¬ 
cide on the amount of dam¬ 
ages after a June 22 hearing, 
adding that “it may well be 
impossible through a mcme- 
tary award” to compensate 
McAleer fully for the injury 
Incurred.*

She said guilt was the most 
prevalent feeling wtiich chil- 
di'en experience following the 
sepai'atkm, thinking that they 
are resrx)nsiblc and that the 
divorce is their punishment. 

exhers are ashamed be¬ 
cause society still attaches a 
stigma to divorce. 

“It's here to stay.” said 
Mrs. Sepinwall. aware that 
half the marriages in the 
United States end in divorce, 
“but it is not yet an institu¬ 
tion." 

Children also can feel be¬ 
trayed, deserted and full of 
revenge, she said. 

Although children differ in 
their reaction to divorce, “it 
helps them all to know they 
are not alone and that divorce 
is not the end of the world.”

Central to the Baha'i con¬ 
cept is the idea that “the 
connmjnity should reflect the 
basic purpose of human life, 
which, in essence, is to know 
and worship God, and carry 
forward an ever-advancing 
civilization." 

■ It is also affirmed tfiat .. 
human happiness in our time 
requires that all pecH^i^ recog¬ 
nize the fundamental oneness 
of the human race and strive 
to bring mankind into unity, a 
unity which Is the spiritual 
law and supreme necessity of 
our age." 

Communities in the future, 
Baha’s envisage, will be

Salvation 
Army chief 
on visit 


The .Salvation Army’s inter¬ 
national secretary for Ameri¬ 
ca and Austrehfr \'hdted 
Victoria this week. 

Commissioner (Dr.) Harry 
Williams, an officer with the 
army for more than 40 years, 
spent 30 years in four of the 
SalvatitHi Army’s major hosr 
pitals in India. 

Elected a Fellow of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, 
Edinburgh, in 1947. he subse¬ 
quently traimed as a plastic 
surgeon under the guidance of 
Sir Archibald Mcldoe of New 
Zealand. In 197U, he was 
awarded an OBE for his pio¬ 
neer worm on leprosy cases. 

Williams is on a tour of Sal¬ 
vation Army institutions and 
medical centres in Canada.

Tlieir ftiterpretatlon of the 
Bible keeps them from be¬ 
coming members of a political 
party. Instead they insist on a 
iwlitically neutral stand. 

Tannhauser has a sheaf of 
ref>i>ns of WHnosses being 
beaten up. humiliated, driven 
from their homes, raped and 
killed. An estimated 5.000 are 
being held in prisons and pris¬ 
on cam(>s. 

Malawian officials in gener¬ 
al have withheld jitibHc com¬ 
ments or denied there was 
any problem, 

A UPI dispatch from Lon¬ 
don last December said that 
Malawi's high commissioner 
in I./)ndon. Robert Mbaya, de¬ 
nied all charges. 

"Tliere . are no detention 
camp.s." he said. ‘The 
charges are completely 
wrong. The Jehovah’s 
Witnesses are an oulla\ced or¬ 
ganization . . . they do not 
exist in Malawi.” 

But the ^Vitnesset eittmate 
they have about. 30,000 
members, adults and chil¬ 
dren. 

Banda was quoted last No¬ 
vember in the Malawi News 
as saying that all church de¬ 
nominations are allowed to 
worship in his coimtry exce[)1 
Jeh{)vah's Witnesses. He de¬ 
scribed them as the "Devils 
of God." 

Writing in The Observer of 
l^ondon. England, last De¬ 
cember. t>>lin I..egum said 
that "detailed evidence of this 
new reign of terror rests on 
statements collected by the 
Witnesses' Walchtower Soci¬ 
ety. but U al.so indepepdentiy 
corroborated by re|>orls com¬ 
ing out of the villages." 

This week in Victoria the 
Wimesaes' overseer aiipealed 
to "all lovers of justice to reg¬ 
ister their ffrolest by writing 
to Life President H. K. 
Banda. Malawi, Central Afri¬ 
ca. 

"In appealing to your sense 
of falmew and respec-t for the 
freedoms that we cherish In 
Victoria. Vve ask you to please 
consider these refwrts and 
urge that you add your weight 
to the campaign for stof)ping 
these demeaning atrdcities to 
human life and Christian en¬ 
deavor.”

Chiinges will make the ijiax- 
iniupj pension 70 [)er cent of 
the legislative • allowance after 
20 years of service rather 
than 72 per cent of the ses¬ 
sional indemnity after 24 se^ 
sions as under former provi¬ 
sions. 

MLA pensions are calculat¬ 
ed on a complicated formula 
that gives a member a pen¬ 
sion of three per cent of the 
higtest average Income over 
seven years for each year of 
service. 

That amotint is increased 
under the. amended MLA su¬ 
perannuation act to per 
cent of the highest income 
average over five years. 

Effect of the amendment 
will be to give a member with 
10 year’s service a i)en.sion of 
:'5 jjer cent of his highest five- 
year average salary, instead 


of 30 per cent of his highest 
seven-year average. 

Contribution rate for 
niomters remains at six i)cr 
cent of the annual legislative 
allowance. 

Introducing the amend¬ 
ments, Provincial Secretary 
Grace McCarthy noted that In 
keying with the govern¬ 
ment’s policy of restraint, the 
benefit levels were kejjt at a 
significantly* lower rate than 
those of other provinces.

Condominium administra¬ 
tive councils will no longer 
have the power to restrict the 
number of rental units within 
a condominium, according to 
legislation introduced in the 
B.C. Legislature Thursday.

Anyone can play 
pool, pinball 
if bylaw passes

If Victoria city council 
passes the controversial pin¬ 
ball machine bylaw without 
changes, children of any age 
will be allowed to play pool or | 
operate pinball machines until 
7 p.m. 

This une.xpected turn of 
events occurred Thursday j 
when council approved the ! 
bylaw in principle, l>ul after 
amending it. 

In its original form, the 
bylaw would have prohibited 
anyone, under 17 from enter¬ 
ing pool halls and amuserpent 
centres. 

But Aid. Robert Wright pro¬ 
posed an amendment by 
which the age limit would 
apply only after 7 p.m. 

Also at Thursday’s meeting, 
council rescinded an old 
■ b>'law which restricted pa¬ 
tronage of pool halbs to per¬ 
sons over 16. 

As soon as that bylaw was 
rescinded and Wright’s 
amendment passed, city coun¬ 
cil had effectively wiped out 
ail age restrictions for cus¬ 
tomers of pool halls and 
penny arcades between open¬ 
ing hours and 7 p.m. 

The aldermen were aware 
of the consequences of that 
move. Aid. W’illiam Tindall 
pointed the matter out during 
the meeting and Mayor Mi¬ 
chael Young said that council 
was, indeed, aware of it. 

In an interview after the 
meeting. Wright said he knew 
very well what he was doing 
when he proposed the amend¬ 
ment, lifting the age restric¬ 
tion before 7 p.m. 

He said the bylaw was stu¬ 
pid to begin with and should 
have never gone before coun¬ 
cil. Previous attempts to mod¬ 
ify it, te said, had been frus¬ 
trated. 

•’But there are more ways 
than one to skin a cat." he 
said. 

Aid. .lohn Hayes, also in an 
interview. expre.ssed satisfac¬ 
tion over the bylaw's fate. 

■\Ve got ntore than we 
could have ever hoped for.” 
he said. Hayes had previously 
tried to loweV the age limit to 
16. but council had rejected 
his proi) 06 al. 

“Now we have no restric¬ 
tions and that's good," said 
Hayes. He didn’t foreste any 
problems as a result of tjie 
total removal of age limits 
during the daytime. 

During the debate. Aid. Rob¬ 
ert Ellis told council it was 
wrong to differentiate be¬ 
tween daytime and night.

Lagoon sewage peril worse 
than suspected, says officer 



Esquimau Lagoon’s ron- 
away sewuge problems need 
to be fixed “immediately, if 
not sooner” but they won’t be. 
the Capital Region's commu¬ 
nity health committee learned 
Friday. 

Sewage systems In a sul> 
division alongside the lagoon 
were branded a health hazard 
about two years ago, but re¬ 
pairs were delayed by a 
series of circumstances, such 
as wet weather and a munici¬ 
pal strike-lockout. 

Dr. Allan Arneil. regional 
health officer, said he would 
like to start work right away 
on individual corrections to 
the 20 worst systems in the 
8id)division because the health 
hazard from them is “very 
real.” 

Research has recently 
found that sewage contains 
far more viruses than pre¬ 
viously suspected, he said, 
and some of the homes have 
effluent runniTig across drive¬ 
ways and into roads where 
the general public is exposed 
to it. 

But individual corrections 
(l>aid tor by each homeowner) 
could last as little as two 
years, and so Arneil also rec¬ 
ommended a sewage collec¬ 
tion system to serve the whole 
subdivision. 

The region’s executive 
director Dennis Young told 
the committee that ’In every- 
le’s best interest, the com¬ 
ity sewer system is the 
.wer.” 

He asked Arneil to postpone 
the work on individual sys¬ 
tems while a group of sub¬ 
division residents considers 
organizing a local initiatives 
petition. If 50 per cent of the 
residents sign ihe petition, the 
region can go ahead and in¬ 
stall a cOTnplete system, pos¬ 
sibly beginning in August. 

Young is now waiting for 
word from the residents’ 
group on whether they will 
circulate a petition. 

Of the subdivision’s 68 pro¬ 
perties, 20 definitely have 
faulty systems and several 
others are “doubtful," he 
6aid. 

The subdivision's problems 
have been blamed on its chro¬ 
moglass systems — septic 
tank substitutes which agitate 
otflueni and and force ii 
under pressui'e to a disiiersal 
field. 

The subdivison was devel¬ 
oped by Block Bros., and the 
aewage system was approved 
by the province, but not the 
regional board.

The land, he said, had been 
sold to the province at a price 
far below market value with 
the explicit understanding 
that it would be used for low- 
income housing.

The chips are down for fish 
lovers. 

Starting at the begining of 
the week the price of a piece 
of halibut in most city fish 
and chip shoiw will go up 
lit>m 70 to 80 cents. 

“There’s just no way 
around it," said Edward 
Brady, of Brad’s F^sh and 
Uiip.s on Burnside. 

“The price has gone up to 
the fish packers, and they're 
passing the increase on to 


down for lovers of fish

Brady said that since hali¬ 
but has to be frozen for about 
a month before it is good for 
frying, the' price increa.se has 
been avoided so far. 


But the packers have 
finished lost season’s stock 
now, and starting next week 
will be using fish brought In 
this season. 

That meaas the fishermen 
will be getting $1.37 a pound, 
ig> 40 cents over last season. 

Fish and chip stores have 
been told that the new prre 
will be $1.78 a pound from the 
packers, taking into account 
handling coats there. 

“I went to the Anti-Inflation 
Board but they said fishermen 


and farmers arc e.xcmpt Ironi 
the guidelines, so th^ can 
have their extra, and the 
packers are entitled to pass 
along increased costs, and so 
can we.” Brady said. 

The fish arrive at the store 
cleaned and without heads, he 
said, but filleting and cutting 
off the tail and fine probably 
results in half of the fish 
being discarded. 

“By the time it is filleted 


and cut it's going to cost us $3 
a fKHind to put it into the bai¬ 
ler," Brady said. 

"It’s ridiculous, but we’re 
going to have to raise the 
price to the public. " 

He said if Victorians would 
eat cod instead of halibut they 
would get cheaper poitions. 

“But I tried that once, and 
it didn't wwk. although the 
cod was five cents a piwe 
lower in price than the hai»- 
bui.

by more sad news about basic 
foods.

“Notftdthstanding (that) it 
may wren have been an equita¬ 
ble state of affakw in Canada 
in 1875 for twotiUrds of the 
judges to be appointed frotn 
Quebec and Ontario, in terms 
of today’s geography, popula- 
tkm and uconomics. things 
have changed dramatically,” 
Gardom said. 

“Can anyone In contem¬ 
porary Canada really say it is 
proper balance if British Co¬ 
lumbia only gets an appoint¬ 
ment to the Supreme Court 
once every 35 ytars, wherca.s 
our sister provinces of Quebec 
and Onta^ have three a(>- 
pointees on at all times?” 

Gardom proposed the addi¬ 
tion of onei more judge so that 
there would be three each 
from Ontario and Quebec, two 
from the Prairie provinces 
' and one each from B.C and 
. the Maritimes. 

Tho advantages would be 
that the court would be able 
to sit simultaneouriy in two 
divisions of five or motions 
could be heard by a three- 
man panel, and at the same 
time hearings of appeals 
could stm proceed before a 
seven-man court. 

“But what we’ve got today 
hardly manifests an over¬ 
whelming sense of belonging 
for B.C., and I think that 
should be corrected,he said.

It you’ve ever wondered 
what Soviet television is like, 
your curiosity will be satisfied 
on Margaret In Moscow — A

For the hour-long special, 
Margaret In Moscow, producer 
Cranstoun chose excerpts from 
several Soviet TV programs to 
give an Idea of what the 
average Russian sees each day.

Although Canadians can see 
all kinds of programs coming

States, Russian viewers sea 
only fare from within their own 
or satellite countries. ’Thera 
are a few exceptions: the For¬ 
syte San has ran repeatedly 
by popular desnand, as has the 
U S. series. Flipper. 

Russian television Is the 
world's largest, with lO.HM 
employees in Moscow alone 
and broadcasting In 65 
laaguages Its news service has 
M bureaus staffed with radio 


Acclaimed Tenth Decade 
Series Encored on CBC 


’The .years 1957 to 1967 were 
some of tbe most tumultuous in 
Canadian history: the Liberal 
government was defeated for 
the first time in 22 yeaps; the 
country finally got a Bill of 
Rights and Its own flag; the 
death of premier Duplessis 
triggered vast changes In 
Quebec; and a series of scan¬ 
dals raised eyebrows around 
the world. 

These years are the focus for 
the award-winning, critically- 
acclaimed CBC-’TV series. The 
Tenth Decade, which begins a 
repeat rtin on Sunday, June 13 
at 10 p.m. Originally telecast in 
1971, this ei^t-part series of 
hour-long documentaries 
centres primarily on the for¬ 
tunes of two men who 
dominated the political scene 
of that decade — John Diefen- 
baker and Lester Pearson. 

Awarded tbe Mitchener 
Award for Journalism In 1971 
and hailed as a "masterpiece 
of television" by critics across 
the country, ’The Tenth Decade 
uses rare archival film, news 
footage, still photos and 
specially-filmed Interviews 
with the two principals — 
Diefenbaker and Pearson — 
and others on tbe Canadian 
political scene, to trace and put' 
in perspective the events of 
those ten years. 

Under the skilled praft- 
smanship of the series’ award¬ 
winning producer, Cameron 
Graham, the eight hour-long 
programs Journey back In time 
to explore tbe ei^ taifluences 
that helped shane the 
characters and careers of the 
(wo future prims ministers. 
The first program, to be 


telecast Sunday, June 13, at 16 
p.m. is subtitled Prologue to 
Power. It follows mileposts 
thahlead from the turn of the 
century, past the First World 
War, to the Great Pipeline 
Debate and beyond. In tracing 
the youthful years of John 
Diefenbaker and Lester 
Pearson. It follows Mr. Diefen¬ 
baker Oirongh years in the 
political semi-wilderness to the 
achievement of power follow¬ 
ing tbe electiaa of 1957. 

During the Dlefen- 
baker/Pearson years, Cana¬ 
dians were awed watching 
James Coyne battle a govern¬ 
ment over bis handling of Bank 
of Canada fiscal polides, and 
shocked watching the Gerda 
Munsingec scandal scar 


reputations They were worry¬ 
ing about a CBC-TV series cal¬ 
led ’This Hour Has Seven Days; 
engrossed by allegations that 
members ol John Diefen- 
baker'a cabinet were trying to 
oust him from power within 
vears of his having given the 
party the largest majbrity In 
Canadian history; startled by 
the audacity of Lester 
Pearson walking past the Red 
Ensign Into the Canadian 
Legion and announcing It was 
time for Canada to have her 
own flag. 

These are among the 
dramatic evenU.Which will be 
covered in the eight-part CBC- 
’TV award-winning aeries The 
Tenth Decade, which begins 
Sunday. June 13, at 16 p.m. 


and television reporters, and 
aatelHIe feeds are used, as in 
Canada. But the similarity 
ends there. Tbe government 
controls what people see on the 
nerrs. 

Educational TV Is considered 
so Important that it has one of 
the four channels available tp 
Russians. It carries school 
telecasts during daytime and 
adult fare at night. The 
national thirst Ibr knowledge is 
exemplified by a science 
program called Real and 
Unreal, which is quite like 
CBC-TV’s Science Magazine 
with DavM Suzuki. 

Margaret In Moscow — A 
Look At Soviet Television 
resulted from an agreement 
reached a few years ago 
between former CBC President 
Laurent Picard and the USSR 
State Committee For Televi¬ 
sion. Last summer. Knowlton 
Nash, Director of TV Informa¬ 
tion Programs, put the project 
in motion by meeting with 
Soviet television officials and 
appointing producer Barry 
Cranstoun to build a program. 

’The Soviets cams to Canada 
to collect CBC nuterial for a 
themed evetdng of Canadian 
TV hr tbs USSR July 1. 

Following Malgaret la 
Moscow, at 9 p.m., CBC-’TV 
will present a half-hour 
doenmeotary fibn called ’The 
Robert Eyrieman. the story of a 
Russian fishing trawler 
operating off the Atlantic 
Provinces. CBC Halifax 
newsman Ian Porter went 
aboard the Robert Eydeman to 
fibn the arduoua life of the 
Soviet crew, both male and 
female.

The shark: man-eater, 
monster of the deep, and nwney- 
making friend of Hollywood. ’10 
separate tbe niytholagy from the 
reality, NOVA invites viewers 
for an inforinativs and scary 
look ‘ Inside the Shark.”

Of the more than 300 species of 
sharks, most are perfectly 
harmless, living on diets that tai- 
rkide almost afQlhing except 
people. 

But sharks have been known to 
attack swinuners.— more out of 
a defense of territorial rights 
than as a food source, and once 
attacked, the bather is at the 
mercy of a creature from the 
past, an animal that stopped 
evolviog HI million years ago 
when it reached perfection — M 
perfection of an eating machine. 

’Die shark is so well-designed 
lor eating that It has different 
sets of teeth for different pur¬ 
poses, and Its teeth are being 


renewed constantly. Its ability 
to sense and locate prey is ex¬ 
traordinary, involving at least 
rive senses. At one mile, a 
shark can hear its prey; at a 
half-mile, it can scent It; at 100 
yards, it can pick up tbe prey’s 
vibrations: and as it closes in 
for the kill, tbe shark can use 
the prey's minute electrical 
field to locate It accurately. 

Its other unique traits In¬ 
clude an oil-ruied liver that al¬ 
lows it to float In water, and 
jaws that can exert a pressure 
of 13 tons per Square inch. 

But now the shark may have 
met its match. Nova docu¬ 
ments the tricks used by 
movie-makers lb get sharks' lo 
perform on camera (including 
tiring tbe shark out and then 
literally tossing ft in front of 
the camera like a baseball), 
and the new anti-shark 
weapons, being tested by the 
U.S. Navy.

Kotter's Class Anti-Hero Gardening For 
Idolized by Teen-Age Set Food and Fun 


By VERNON SCOTT 
HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - A 
pair of unlikely television ac¬ 
ton have captured the fickle 
hearta of the nation’s teenagen 
with an Impact almost as 
startling as the early Sinatra 
and Elvis Presley. 

Henry Winliler, -who plays 
Fonsie In Happy Days, and 
John Travolta, Vlnnie Bar- 
harino brWelcoms Back, Hot¬ 
ter, are the somewhat dizzy 
Idola of tidal waves of 
adoration on all sides. Both 
actors — Winkler, M, and 
Travolta, It — play antl- 
estahllshment, overdrawn 
macho types who are success¬ 
ful with the girls and throw 
comic terror Into the hearts of 
rivals. 

Fonzie Is a high school 
dropout. Baiharlno is a "sweat 
hog” and in imminent danger 
of flunking out of high school. 
They may he loaen In the eyes 
of society, but to kids they 
represent winners of the 
highest order because they ap¬ 
pear to be beating the system. 

While Fonzie is a pro^ct of 
the IDSOs, Barbarino la purs 
l»70s. 

Travolta, a native of New 
Jersey, Is I feet tall and resem¬ 
bles Joe Namath. He ex¬ 
emplifies today's cool 
character, taking things in 
stride. Including a mind bogg¬ 
ling year which has seen him 
zoom from unknown to bloom¬ 
ing star. 

On a record promotion tour 
this month he drew more than 
100.000 fans at personal ap¬ 
pearances. Including 30,000 at 
one Chicago shopping centre 
alone. 

"1 never saw anything like 
It.” he said in a slow, sleepy 
voice. "1 had to appear on the 
roof of a building to keep from 
getting mobbed. They cancelled 
my New York appearance 
because the police decided they 
couldn't handle the crowds.

"lliey almost overturned the 
limousine I was riding In at one 
place. And now ABC won't al¬ 
low any girls under 18 In the 
audience when we're taping 
Welcome Back. Hotter. They 
scream so much It ruins the 
tape. 

"Personally. I love It. This Is 
the kind of popularity that 
makes stars. Right now I get 
more fan mall than anyone on 
the network" 

Travolta's mall at ABC sur¬ 
passes that of Winkler and Lee 
Majors, who stars In the title 
role of Six Million Dollar Man. 

He Is quick to say. "the mail 
Is addressed to Travolta, not to 
Barbarino, and that's impor¬ 
tant. " 

He capitalized on his 
runaway popularity by 
recording an album simply 


titled John Travolta. It hit the 
charts in two weeks. He now Is 
an Item on bubble gum cards 
for the pre-teen set. He's talk¬ 
ing about a nightclub act. 

Son of, an Italian father and 
an Irish mother, Travolta has 
blue eyes and a good many 
rough edges. 

Unlike Winkler who earned a 
master's degree In drama from 
Yale, Travolta dropped out of 
schod at age 18 to become an 
actor. He has done scores of 
television commercials and 
worked In a dozen plays. 

He appeared on broadway in 
Grease, displaying hia singing 
and dancing talents, and In 
Over Hera vrith the Andrews 
Slaters. He gained further ex¬ 
perience In Hollywood In 
episodic television. 


“When Hotter came along 
my manager and I knew that 
Vinnie Barbarino would be a 
star-making part," Travolta 
said. "He's the leader of the 
gang, a winner-loser. We 
thought the series would be a 
hit and that Vlnnie would be 
outstanding." 

Travolta was right on all 
counts. A midland records ex¬ 
ecutive saw him Imitate 
Presley on a Hotter segment and 
signed him to a recording con¬ 
tract. 

During the show's hiatus 
earlier this year, Travolta co-. 
starred with Piper Laurie and 
Sissy Spacek In Carrie. 

"It's really a good role," he 
said, “something altogether 
different from Barbarino. 
There's been a lot of Interest 
from pictures lately and I'm 
not sure It’s all because of Hot¬ 
ter. 

Travolta was chewing on a 
plastic straw In the ABC com¬ 
missary. His hair la almost 
shoulder length. He Is laconic, 
poised and confident that 
superstardom awaits him — he 
at least has that In common 
with Barbarino. 

He has no steady girl friend 
— which is all to the good so far 
as his screaming adolescent 
followers are concerned. But 
Travolta said He sees almost as 
many women In their 20s In the 
crowds of fans as he does teeny 
hoppers, i-- 

"Barbarino Is an all right 
guy,” said Travolta. ' Vinnie 
manages to be unorthodox. 
He's fun for the kids because 
they like to watch him in con¬ 
flict with the school 
authorities. HIds relate to that 
because they live with It every 
day themselves. 

"Vinnie and I are two dif¬ 
ferent people. But the emotions 
I give him are mine, and I 
guen that comes through to 
the fans.”

And as Crockett viewers can 
attest, the area la now full of 
hearty seedlings, each com¬ 
peting to be this year's prize 
pick. 

On bis program, Jim shares 
the knowledge that made his 
garden so successful. Using the 
shortcuts, maxims (a weed Is 
just a plant out of place), and 
new technlquea suggested by 
Jim, home gardeners might not 
produce 12-pound cabbages — 
but they will produce an abund- 
nance of healthy yegetaUles, — 

The perfect program for 
viewers who do not have a gar¬ 
den plot will air on Sunday, 
June IS at 5:40 p.m. Focusing 
on container (or patio) garden¬ 
ing, Jim discusses the choice of 
containers and plant materials, 
as well as the methods that 
should be used to succeed In 


this smaller space. Another 
feature of widespread interest la 
the construction of a corn- 
poster. In the garden itself. It's 
time to thin and fertilize car¬ 
rots, Swiss chard, kohlrabi, 
onions and radishes, and to 
transplant tomatoes. 

Sunday, June 20 at 5:30 p.m. 
should be a good time for mul¬ 
ching. Jim gives Important In¬ 
formation on water conserva¬ 
tion. and correct watering 
techniques, and provide 
another look at the compost 
pile. 

On Monday, June 21 at7:S8 
p.m. (rebroadcast Sunday, 
June 27 at 5:30 p.m.), Jim con¬ 
siders Insect control. He ad¬ 
vises on what kinds of insects 
will be found In the garden, and 
what to do about the ones that 
are eating the plants. 

A harvest marks the final 
June program. On Monday, 
June 28 at 7:30 p.m., Jim 
(hopefully) will be able to pick 
the mid-April crop of beets, 
Wando peas, early April 
cucumben, carrots, summer 
squasb, Swiss cbard, broccoli, 
cabbage, and looseleaf lettuce. 
Sowing most likely will includd 
snap beans, endive and 
rutabaga.

(whiebvMilitaty IsstallaUons 
happened to be abdbdooed at 
the time), camped on the 
Niagara River aboreliiie and 
ancceaWuUy routed our forces 
on two occuians because of the 
strange, lU-fated orders given 
in battle by a few of our militia 
officers. 

The comedy of errors that 
ensued from these orders 
(portrayed In the June 13th 
prognm) may seem an amus¬ 
ing part of our history today. 
But the bravery of Canada’s 
volunteer soldiers la now 
recognized and the 1666 Fenian 
Raids, despite their comic 
opera nature, were a serious 
enough threat to our borders 
then to heb> propel Canada Into 
Confederation a year later.

Here's a list of the good things I found to say about 1 
Intruders. Hugh Gamer’s latest novel: 1) It's prefaced by a 
quotation from Matthew Arnold's Culture and Anarchy, 
which happens to be one of my favorite books ("Thus wc 
have got three distinet terms, Barbarians, Philistines, 
Populace, to denote roughfy the three greet cbsses into 
which our society is divkM"); 2) It’s ininted in large, ' 
readable type on good quality paper; 2) There are some 
typografrfiical errxHe, but not many; 4) The plot, which con¬ 
cerns a crosS'SecUon of modem Cabbagetown^ and their 
activities, has been carefully planned; 5) Thefc's a tremeci- 
dous amount of observed and apparently authentic detail 
sprinkled through the pages. And that’s st^t It. 1 didn’t like 
The Intruders, and I’d be surprised if anyone else, except for 
the sort of person who gets a kick out of seeing the name of 
the street be (k* she liveq on in print, will either. 

What is The Intruders about? Well, its real purpose 
seems to be to take a swipe at the sort of civic politician who 
claims to represent a district while knowing worse than 
nothing about it. (One of The Intruders' major characters is 
a Bay Street lawyer and w(Hild*be alderman who movhs to 
Cabbagetown. runs around in an Imitation proletariat 
costume and makes a fool of himself generally. He sees the 
light at last, however, and undergoes an instant transforma¬ 
tion into a model middle-class citizen.)

But closer to the surface, the story teems with a. motley 
assortment of ruthless characters who will stop at nothing, 
total Implausibillty Included, to belabor us with Cab- 
bagetown data. Here's Syd Tedland, former Toronto 
Telegram columnist turned job printer and weekly news¬ 
paper publisher, explaining bow "poor feeighbarhoods" ac¬ 
quire poorer reputations: “When an edllw or a TV producer 
•ends a middle-class photographer or cameraman down to 
Regent Park, let's say .. . Uie kid nearly alwajs interviews 
Itw slupkiest and ugliest family he can Rnd ... he's uncon¬ 
sciously prone to ... prejudice" 

Or colorful clean working<la^1ndow Elsie Dales, on. 
neighborhood change: “Up until,'ten years ago. there was 
families just like mine on (AmelUi^Street). . . Now there's a 
. dozen houses f could show you that's filled with either long¬ 
haired weirdos ... or politicians and college professors." 

“ Or Intelligent handsome student auto mechanic Jim 
Travis, chatting up an attractive older woman he's thinking 
of seducing: "Our Idiom is made up of working-clasi trade 
jargon, war-time service slang, criminal talk and tramps' 
language which a lot of our fathers learned while riding the 
frei^ti during the Depression." 

w (only one more, I promise) attractive, mature, lotel- 
'Ugent, middle-class Bonnie Rawley, wife of tbs previouity 
mentioned ludicrous would-be alderman, as she flirts with 
Jtm: “The Rosedale Ravine. .. was a natural moat between 
your people and mine. R was as difficult to cross, socially 
speaking, as the frpn Curtain Is today lor an Eastern 
European"

Gamer gets in a few good ones himself, of course (“Bon¬ 
nie Rawley walked west along Winchester Street from Met¬ 
calfe, a light cool breeze carrying Ibe promise of Ihe fast- 
approaching winter. As she walked she became conscious of 
the nuances that had changed Ihe general make-up Of the 
neighborhood denizens .,.”), but by and large he is content 
to let his characters hammer away at the reader on their 
own. If anyone except the reviewers ge& this bur, ttwy'U be 
rewarded by discovering that Bonnie is walking straight into 
a gang rape. Hugh Gamer is too experienced a hand not to 
remember to tart up bis sociological observations with 
generous helpings of violence and sex. 

Elsewhere Garner has been criticised for an alleged In¬ 
ability to “get with" the street talk of the young: with Tin 
Intruders he sails into his critics with a vengeance: “Keer- 
ist, do t have to tell yez everything! Get Ihs pieces, an am¬ 
munition to load 'em, an then string the uncle up In the back 
a the place. Don't actually shiv im, unoerstand? Ws don't 
want no homicide squad alter us before we puU the heist.'- 
Gamer's goons go on like this for pages. I don't know 
whether it's authentic, but it's probably no worse than Ms 
two middle<'lass intruder housewives saying thliqp Uks "t 
think what I miss most are the houae-toJiouM meetings of 
Ihe bridge chib. I wander if Helen DonaMsoo got up nerve 
enough to have her face lift operation yet?" < 

To be fair. Gamer shows a good deal of versatility in The 
(nlradsrs. But ita violent ending seems gratuitous and 
cynical, and iU proK is annoyingly carelea ("predaeness''? 
“aipectaUve''? '■shallow1y' ?i. Woret of all. It's a wetl- 
snenntng victim of sociological overload, and that goes for 
the reader, too.

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Jerusalem In England’s green and pleasant land? 


A Vision^ of Rural Utopia 


A few months ago, I watched 
a gloomy documentary on CBS- 
TV. The subject was Britain, 
but not the Britain sthere 1 
grew up — a war-weary but 
vividly exciting place, 
luminous under Its encrusted 
grime and rabble. No, this was 
a new Britain — dreary, 
despairing, enervated, kicked 
M stagflation and trembUng on 
the verge of out-and-out class 
warfare. 

The conunentator was un¬ 
ctuously pessimistic. There 
seemed to be no way out of the 
trap the British h^ dug lor 
thenMelves. Worse yet, the 
seme miseries would soon 
beset the U.S. end the other na- 
Uons of the Western world. Bri¬ 
tain had M the wtg Into In¬ 
dustrialism; now that rising 
costs and declining supplies of 
raw materials sugered the 
beginning of the end for all 
predominantly Industrial 
economies, she was first to ex- 
perience the Inevitabls 
withdrawal symptoms. And 
after her, Ibe deluge. 

Ecologist Michael AUaby la 
more optimistic. "We have no 
choice but to dream,” be tells 
his fellow-Britaos, “so long as 
we dream io a positive way. We 
have brought ourselves to such 
a pass that we have to Invat a 
future for oursdvet — to build 
■ real civilisation, a real 
culture, out of the garbage of 
the old.” 

While Inventing Tomorrow la 
concerned mainly with Britain 
and her current dilemmas,< 
■host of what AOaby has to uy 
Is equally rdevant to the reel 
of the world, whose naUons wtU 
soon be fallowing in her wake. 
Striking a balance between the 
fashionable extremes of 
ecological pessimism and 
technological optimism, he 
argues that Man has the 
capacity to create a future 
more humane and more com-

fortable to live In than anything 
he has hitherto known — but 
oidy If we are willing to give up 
the IHuslons which have led us 
to our present sorry state. 

"Ihe crisis we face,” he in¬ 
sists, “is a spiritual crisis, and 
that Is far more serious than a 
physical one.” The Western 
world must abandon one of Its 
most cherished and deeply- 
rooted precepts — summed up 
in Sir Francis Bacon's faihous 
dictum, "Knowledge is 
power." This "single vision” 
sets man apart from the rest of 
nature, and from any sense of 
the immanent Divinity in¬ 
herent in all created things. It 
cannot cure our crisis, for all 
the technocrats’ claims. 
Instead, it Is Its cause. 

Woolly and Idealistic as this 
may sound In Ihe abstract. Al¬ 
ula's approach Is In fact a 
severely practical one. He 
devotes the bulk of his book Iq 
demonstrating that, once we 
have freed ourselves from es- 
tsbllthed dogmas and 
dogmatized ways of doing 
thingi, none of the problems 
coofronting uz are truly Insur- < 
mountable. Indeed, their as- 
lorted solutions all turn out to 
dovetaD neatly — each rein- 
fordng the influences of all the. 
others. 

Apart from outmoded at- 
tltnto, which are already in 
the process of changing, the 
chief obstacle to the 
emergence of a viable "post- 
industrial society" appears to 
be the modem nation-state. Its 
scale Is at once too large and 
too small to deal with what Is 
in fact a world-wide complex 
of locally-rooted crises. The 
result Is government by a 
bureaucratized and increasing¬ 
ly authoritarian "exper- 
tocracy,” committed to ill- 
conceived and Inflexible 


policies which usually worsen 
the very conditions they were 
allegedly formulated to Im¬ 
prove. 

Thus nearly all Allaby't 
prescriptions for the rejuvena¬ 
tion of. industrial society de¬ 
pend on increased 
decentraliiatlon and 
regionalization of political and 
economic powers, counter¬ 
balanced by ah increasing 
reliance on International 
bodies to co-ordinate the ef¬ 
forts of the local authorities. 
Natfoual governments will tend 
to be lost In the pinch; and 
their natural resistance, be 
arguee, is one of the greatest 
threats Imaginable to the 
future of humanity. 

The potentials of 
decentralization, on the other 
hand, are almost Utopian. In¬ 
deed. AUaby's final portrait of 
a largely ruralized nation. Its 
ecoaomy centered on small- 
scale, personalized industry, 
bears a striking resemblance 
to the Utopias espoused by such 
19th-century visionaries as Wil¬ 
liam Morris, t would like to 
Jive there — and so, I think, 
would you. 


Britain bore me; Britain 
raised me; and I loved her as a 
child. For all the outcries of 
self-proclaimed Cassandras, I 
cannot believe she is doomed. 
Like Michael AUaby, I have 
faith that her people can 
muster Ihe courage to show Ihe 
rest of us the way out of our 
self-made coUectlve predica¬ 
ment — a way io which we can 
all manage together “to live 
within our means, recognize 
our limitations, and become 
human." 

The words are AUaby's, and 
perhaps they sound a little 
tame. But the spirit underlying 
them is that of the master- 
prophet of our emerging post- 
technological age, William 
Blake. At the dawn of ttie in¬ 
dustrial era, he was appalled 
by the "dark Satanic mills" In 
which his countrymen were be¬ 
ing imprisoned; but be'was not 
daunted by them. EloquenUy, 
be proclaimed his visionary 
defiance: 

I wUr not cease from Men¬ 
tal Fight, 

Nor shaU my Sword sleep 
In my band 

'Till ws hive built 
Jerusalem 

In England’s green and 
pleasant land. 


More Pop Psychology 


Roger Price, the humorist, 
once diagnosed the besettli^ 
sickness of our time as 
“copelessness," or the In¬ 
ability to cope. Hii prescrip¬ 
tion was a stiff dose of In¬ 
comprehensible verbiage from 
those two Intrepid 
doublelhinkers, Df. Schwlne 
and Dr. Kitzenger, plus an hour 
or two spent canoodling with 
the winsome Miss Patricia 
Delray. 

As a cure, it would probably 
be more'effective than most of 


Ihe suggestions contained In 
Julius Fast's Creative Coping. 

Fast's book Is popular psy¬ 
chology at Its worst, pitched at 
a level of mental sophistication 
somewhere midway between 
the readers of Real Romances 
and the inhabItanU of Mary 
Hartman's neighborhood. If 
you flunked your last Intel- 
Ugence test, it may contain 
some notions you haven't 
already thought oC on your own. 
Otherwise, forget it.—J.R.

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Paranoia 


On* of th« moet curious aspects of lha 
Ularary Ufa Is that pH writers are paranoid. 
Wall, that'a not precisely true. Thera are. 
probably, within 100 or so miles of where 
you're sMlfeK bow aa many as one. two or 
even t br aa w r iters who are not paranoid. • 

But as a generality It holds true: writers, 
as a class, suffer from galloping paranoia. 
They believe people are against them. 

They believe book publishers, far instance, 
are In league against them, which la 
demonstrably untrue when yon consider how 
badly book publishers wish to make money In 
collaboration with their writers. 

They think book reviewers are against 
them, also a demonstrably fabe accusation 
.when you consider how desperately book 
reviewers want to find aomething valuable to 
review and pralae — and when you think for a 
minute how Inda lg eBt are the bleraty critics 
In this country. ("But not indulgent to me." 
almost any writer will answer. ''To those 
other fellows, yes. but not in my case.") 

They believe booksellers are against 
them, which also tarns out to be untrue when 
you realize that the only way booksellers can 
make money is by selling the works of 
writers. 

But if'you gathered the most distinguished 
publishers, reviewers and boak.selIers in one 
place,, and arranged them in a circle around 
an author, and bad them all declare in unison: 
"We love yon! We need you! We wish to do all 
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we can to help you!” — well. It wouldn't 
vrork. The author would go home and teB Ms 
wife that he'd found out the truth at kat. They 
hate him, they want to cheat him, and they 
don't really care about him. 

You might Imagine. If you had no ac- 
quaintence of authors, that paranoia Inflicls 
mainly those who have had no success. Those 
who are shut out of the literary marketplace 
will naturally feel suspicion towards 
publishers, book reviewers, etc., while those 
who have achieved some eminence' will -feel 
that the system has worked well — that is. In 
their favor. 

Not at all. My experience suggests just the 
opposite. The more eminent the vrriter. the 
deeper the paranoia. The more success he or 
she attains, the more'cbeated the ssriter 
feels. Paranoia blooms most flagrantly at the 
top. not the botton. of the Hterary heap. 

There is probably not a writer anywhere 
who believes he has had his due. JEvelyn 
Waugh. John O'Hara. John Steinbeck, Ernest 
Hemingway. Recent biographies and collec¬ 
tions of letters have demonstrated that they 
all held paranoid grudges and developed long- 
lasting feuds, that In fact each of them felt 
the world was arrayed against him. A thou¬ 
sand favorable reviews could never, in their 
eyes, compen.sata lor a few dozen bad ones. 
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In Canada a wyiter like Frederick Philip 
Grove — whose letters were recently 
publlsbed by the University of Toronto Press 
— received vastly more than his share of 
homage yet believed to the end of his days 
. that be was cheated of die fame he deoerved. 
Cheated by the usual cabal: publishers, 
reviewers, etc. 

Paranoid, it seems to me. Is a part 
(perhape an unavoidable part) of the literary 
Ufe. But why? 

A writer, almost by definition, must work 
In Isolation, in many ways this hdpa Urn and 
I his work: it breeds integrity and In¬ 
dependence. the ability to look at the work In 
u aihdqaeiny. Good witting caa'lbeproduccd 
without those qualities. 

But it also breeds loneliness and suspicion. 
The writer, thrown back on his own devices, 
feels with some good reason that no one but 
himself will look after his interests. From 
there it's only one step to the belief that 
everyone is against bis interests, that In fact 
those filaodly uncaring faces he sees around 
bun are actually hostile. 

And no doubt there's a kind of truth tai- 
volved In this. Book publishers, tor Instance, 
are notoriously willing to pay their printers 
and their staffs before they pay their writers; 
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the formation of the Writers' Union during 
the last few years has been the result of the 
writers’ hope that they may be able to find at 
least a little strength in uoily. 

' More Important, though, is the sense of 
IsolatlOB. The writer has oiriy bis ofwn vision 
to sell the world — and at timHhe feels like a 
man on a desert island putting messages In 
bottles. They may get there, they may not. He 
can never t^l for sure. This Is especially true 
if his work proceeds from a deejply pfTsonal 
vision — that is. if it doesn't fit ioto any 
already accepted pattern. 

The best defence, a good many writers 
hava discovered, is a vigorous offence. Write 
endlessly about bitting the longest ball In 
American literature, as Norman Mailer does 
and maybe nobody will notice that most of the 
time you're only buntir^. Talk about bow 
you'ro working the same vela a» Majrel 
Proust, the way Hugh Hood does, and maybe 
nobody will call you the Canadian 
Galsworthy. Flail about in all directions, as 
Rvelyn Waugh did. and maybe nobody will 
get close enough to land a punch. 

Paranoia makes writers hard to live with. 
It’s an ooeupatiooal hazard of writers' wives 
and writers’ husbands, not to mention their 
chlldiren. But it's not,, so far as 1 can deter- ' 
mine, an accident of individual personaltty or 
private history. It’s almost always part of be¬ 
ing a writer, and It’s probably incurable.

Besides being a slickly plot¬ 
ted. fastpaced, all-around 
professional Job of novel- 
writing. The Contpany. by John 
D. fcJiriichman, the former as- 
sistaht to the president for 
domestic affairs, has two 
things in particular going for it. 
First, it's a nnnan a clef ~ 
that is, a novel in which the 
characters seem to resemble 
certain actual people — and an 
especially clever one at that, 
because not only do (he 
characters wear sandwich 
boards that make them as easi¬ 
ly Identifiable as people in a 
Jacqueline Susann st^, but 
they also bear little labels that 
give you the feeling you are be¬ 
ing let in on a secret by one 
who knows. 

For instance. President 
Richard 'Monckton. the 
character in the story who sets 
up his own intelligence team to 
plug up White House leaks, has 
the habit slamming the 
telephone receiver into its 
cradle as hard as he can 
whenever be finishes a conver¬ 
sation. ’’For years this un¬ 
intended punctuation bad 
brought him some subjective 
affirmation cd his superi<nity 
over those mechanical and 
tec'hnical empires which he 
neither controlled nor under 
stood." 1 don't know whether 
this detail is based on anything 
actual or not. but H sure sounds 
plausible enough. 

So it doesn't matter (hat 
Fhrlitdiman's characters have 
silly political-novel names such 
as William Art'her (^urry ( a 
wealthy young president who 
was killed while still in office), 
or Ksker Scott Anderson i Cur¬ 
ry 8 vice-president and succes- 
stir, a lormer power in the 
Senate), or Dr. Karl Tesaler 


(Richard Moncklon's assistant 
foi* national security affairs, 
out of Harvard). Tbey could be 
called Busby, Bagot and 
Green, and Ui^'d still assume 
a substance of reality uncom¬ 
mon to most novels of this sort. 

^'ond. Khrlichman sucks in 
the r^eader and sets up his ex¬ 
pectations in a way t^t is es¬ 
pecially cunning. Tbe main¬ 
spring of his novel's plot is a 
Central intelligence Agency 
director, Richard Martin, who 
is trying to cover up a dirty lit¬ 
tle errand be ran for President 
Curry in aborting ‘;the Rio de 
Muerte Operation” (an 
amphibious military landing in 
the (Caribbean that failed dis¬ 
astrously for reasons not 
known to the public). Curry's 
successor. President 
Anderson, or E.S.A.. as he is 
commonly called, has used this 
dirty little errand as blackmail 
to compromise tbe “com¬ 
pany's*' independence from the 
Oval Office. So halfway 
through Tbe Company you are 
certain that what Ebrlichman 
is about to demonstrate is that 
while President Monckton may 
have played a dirty trick or two 
op the United States ConsUtu- 
lion. be was forced-to do it by 
the fact that his predecessors 
played even dirtier ones. 

But that's not the point at all. 
The point, as it turns out, is not 
Uiat Curry and Anderson were 
just as bad as Monckton, but 
that Monckton is just as bad as 
Curry and Anderson ^ only 
dumber. And funnier too. 
Whether we're witnessing 
Monckton slamming down the 
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phone receiver after a conver¬ 
sation with bis mother, or 
Monckton on the eve of his 
election saying to his chief of 
staff, Frank Flaherty, "By 
God. Frank, UUt's Um first 
time anyone has calle<l me Mr. 
President. You may want to 
make some little note of that; 
the question may come up 
later. Tbe press likes to know 
tboee little things. Footnotes to 
history."; or Lars Haglimd, 
White House operative, open¬ 
ing up a box of cuff links be baa 
just receive from Monckton 
(‘‘1 have these specially made 
up for my visitors, you know. 
But you don't have to worry 
they are worth less than ten 
dollars, so you don't have to 
declare them"), only to find 
the box empty — we have to 
laugh at Mr. Ebrlichroan't 
wickedness. 

I'm sorry, too. I'm no more 
an admirer of the author than 
you are. In case you happen not 
to be (me of his most fervent 
admirers. But let's face It: He 
has written an extremely ex- 
tertaining book, and no one, not 
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even the Federal Court of Ap¬ 
peals, can take that away from ' 
him. 

It's a whole lot easier to-dis- 
like Spiro T. Agnew s novel, 
"The Canfield Decision. ' 
about a vice-president who 
tries to jump on American ex- i 
asperation with detente to 
bounce his way to the 
presidency. For one thing. 
Agnew 8 potboiler is based on 
the Inflammatory premise that 
"American Jews exert an in- 
lluence on American opinion 
that is far heavier than their 
number would indicate. They 
are the strongest single in- 
lluence in the big media -- the 
media with worldwide impact. 
They control much of the finan¬ 
cial community. Therefore. 

«they heavily affect, through 
propaganda, the majority of 
the (^(mgress. Ob. tbey scream 
anti-Semitism whenever 
anyone mentions this power, 
but H’f true. (Of course, it's 
an Iranian terrorist who utters 
these words in the novel, so one 
can't quite "scream anti- 
Semitism" at the author, even 
(hough the plot of "The Clan- 
field Decision" bears the ter¬ 
rorist out.) 
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Solzhenitsyn Goes Inside Lenin':> Head 


This is a very strange book 
Indeed. In one sense it is a pre- 
publication eventually to be 
overtaken by something bigger 
and more durable. In the courae 
of writing a huge novel, of 
which "August 1914” Is only the 
lint volume (or “knot.” as the 
author calls iti. Solzhenitsyn 
wrote a number of chapters 
about Lenin in his Polish and 
Swiss exile during the First 
World War, none ol them as yet 
published. 

Hurled out of Russia, be 
himself came to rest in Zurich, 
where Lenin. Krupskaya and 
the Bolshevik exile group final¬ 
ly completed the tortuous deal 
which led to the "seeled train." 
the German-organised passage 
of the revolutionaries across 
Europe and back to Russia 
where they were to complete 
the disintegration begun by the 
February Revolution. 

During the first year or so of 
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his own exile. Solzhenitsyn 
read hard about this period, 
conducted his own resnrch^(n 
Zurich, and revised ex¬ 
panded the Lenin-in-Swjtzer- 
iand chapters which he had 
completed in Russian. 

“There seemed to be some 
point In publishing (tRm^ 
revised chaptert) in a separate 
book." h» remarks in the 
preface, adding that of course 
they will eventually — “not in 
the very near future” — appear 
again in the finished novel. 

* It is a claustrophobic piece of 
writing. It is meant to be. 
Everything takes place within 
Lenin’s head, but relentlessly 
in the third person: “His gorge 
rose as he thought of Grimm’s 
and Greulich’s latest dirty 
trick. Filthy opportunists, 
sneaking scoundrels Just you 
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... Zurich days imagbied - 


wait, we’ll have you in the pil- 
loryl” We are taken thro^ 
Lenin’s mental states: his con¬ 
tempt for the non-evolutionary 
Swiss and his relationship With 
Radek in Zurich; his fear that 
after all ha may have missed 
the bus and there win be no 
revolution in his lifetime, only 
a poverty-stricken and obscure 
.emigre existence: his links 
with Inessa Armand, the 
woman he may have loved and 
on whom he was certainly 
emotionally dependent. 

The centre of the book is 
Lenin’s meetings with Parvus, 
the extraordinary "fat nun ” 
who was revolutionary and 
capitalist and intimate both 
with the German General Staff 
and ' the scattered Bolshevik 
refugees. With Qashbacks, fan¬ 
tasies. soliloquies, Solzhenitsyn 
presses upon the reader the im¬ 
pression of these two men. 
crammed together in a tiny 
Zurich bedroom as Parvus 
urges upon Lenin that the 
German offer is something he 
cannot refuse and Lenin- — 
physically in extremis, fighting 
to conceal his own growing ter¬ 
ror of Isolation and in¬ 
significance — obstinately 
refuses to accept the argu¬ 
ments of this "podgy immen¬ 
sity" who seems to squeeze 
him into a comer of the little 
room. 

’These arq the only passages 
which have literary quality. 
The rest is curiously hurried 
and second rate. One has the 
impression of ajnisuse of mat¬ 
ter: if Solzhenitsyn wanted to 
get across to the world the 
research which he and several 
historians have done on Lenin’s 
last Zurich years, it would have 
been better presented straight 
— as history. As it is, fact after 
fact and name after name is 
• shovelled rapidly into Lenin’s 
think-box, so that it emerges as 
a "thought-aloud ’ in fictional 
form rather than as a state¬ 
ment of what happened or what 
was planned. The effect is 
rather like those awful late 
"lamy Budd” novels by Upton 
Sinclair, when a fictional nar¬ 
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rator — an immensely impor¬ 
tant man who never existed — 
mingles with the American 
mighty of the ’Franklin 
Roosevelt era. and is made the 
central figure and excuse for 
simply "fictionalising" recent 
history. It is a way of dealing 
with histoiy which has |o be 
very good indeed to come off. 
Solzhenitsyn hasn’t made it 
come off. 

One is left wondering about 
that preface remark: ’"There 
seemed to be some point in 
publishing (the Lenin material 
now, as a book on Its own)." 
What point was that? Most 
probably, d political point: As 
everybody knows now, 
Solzhenitsyn thinks Western 
bourgeois society Is 


degenerating into a swamp of 
tolerance which will be taken 
over by Mr. Brezhnev without 
difficulty. Solzhenitsyn is con¬ 
cerned that people should not 
be tolerant or muzzily sen¬ 
timental about Lenin, whom he 
regards — so do a few other of 
the ultra-conservative dissi¬ 
dents in Russia — as the real 
father of evil, compared to 
whom Stalin was merely a 
great executor and heir. Tbis’is 
certainly a subject for political 
argument, at least, for those 
who regard the entire Russian 
revolutionary experience as a 
disaster for humanity. 

' But, as a matter of personal 
description, Solzhenitsyn’s 
fearsome Lenin, writhing with 
glee at the thought of all those 


dead soldiers In the war, is not 
very much like any first-hand 
memoir of the man. He is 
recorded usually as an . 
energetic, acute, often witty 
man who could draw affection 
from people who loathed his 
principles. He was furiously in¬ 
tolerant on occasion, and fre¬ 
quently used the "crush-smash- 
stamp-out " vocabulary in his 
writing, in and^fter the exile 
years. But Solzhenitsyn’s 
reconstruction of the inside of 
Lenin’s head — the cave of a 
mahgiiant' gnome, a sort of 
Goebbels raving against 
everyone who stood in his per¬ 
sonal way — doesn’t convince 
fictionally or historically. 
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natloaa8si«.wpe( tgrclay sub¬ 
ject. (She tmld be the first to 
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recognize the irony of the fart 
that soon after issuing her book 
the American-owned sub¬ 
sidiary of Simon and Shuster 
> went into a Kind of corporate 
limbo, the first publishing vic¬ 
tim of a new Canadian law In- 
^.volving the parent company’s 
' recent takeover by a U.S. con¬ 
glomerate. i 

' An.vway,; Buy Canadian is 
concerned with much lets 
/weighty matters. It relates the 
^misadventiwes, personal and 
.{business, of three young col- 
;‘lege paduates — two girls and 
>an impossibiy equate young 
'man named Horace — in set- 
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ting up and operating a store 
that sells only 100-per-cent 
Canadian products. 

It the book has a weakness It 
it that the content doesn’t 
always measure up to the 
quality of the writing, which as 
you might expect is crisp and 
witty. But Barclay, it seems to 
me, fails to fully exploit the 
satiric potential of the Cana¬ 
dian nationalism theme. She 
spends too much time sorting 
out the hangups, sexual and 


otherwise, of her three 
characters. And there’s too 
much cardboard in their 
makeup for us to really care. 

A related problem is that of 
tone. Although the book tries to 
be topics)-it has a 1940s malt- 
shop flavor. 

But let’s face it. at a time 
when so many books arrive 
loaded down with an oppressive 
cargo of cynicism and black 
humor, it’s a bit of a shock for 
a jaded reviewer to come upon 
light comedy so upbeat and 
wholesome. 

As a matter of fact. Pat 
Barclay would have been the

ideal reviewer for Buy Cana¬ 
dian, under different circum¬ 
stances. I would like to have 
seen how she would handle it. 

One of the things she might 
have pointed out, with 
justification, is that Canadians 
could well do with more of the 
book’s light-hearted approach 
to life and politics. Especially 
when you consider that one of 
the most successful Canadian 
novelists oi recent years has 
been the stupefyingly boring 
Richard Rohmer; or That the 
trendy Canadian novel of-1978 
is abwt a frustrated spinster 
who tries—with predictably 
painful results—to find sexual 
bliss with a bear.
